Pitted Area of Devasta- 
tion as Relentless 
Pounding Continues.

30 Planes Lost in Raid— 
Germans Cry Out 
Against Destruction of 
Cultural Centers by 
U. S.-British Airmen.

LONDON, June 26 (AP).—The 
German Ruhr was described as a 
bomb-pitted valley .of spreading 
ruin today after a week of the 
mightiest aerial assault ever 
loosed against a similar area, with 
the vast optential effect of the 
destruction impossible to calculate 
even from the protests of the 
Nazis. 

After last night’s blow at Bo- 
chum and Gelsenkirchen by a 
great force of Royal Air Force 
heavyweights,. one military ob- 


server estimated that 30,000 tons 
of explosives had ripped into the 
compact German indgstrial valley 
since the Allies opened their in- 
tensive aerial bombardment three 
and one-half months ago and: de- 
clared that the task of neutral- 
izing the Ruhr wag. nearing com- 
pletion. 

The observer, who could not be 
identified by name, said that even 
the most concentrated antiaircraft 
and fighter defenses the Nazis 
were able to muster had failed to 
check the onslaught, capped by 
the destruction of nearly 100 Ger- 
man fighters in the last two day- 
light raids by American Flying 
Fortresses and last night's attack 
by the R. A. F. 

The customary haze of smoke 
from the Ruhr’s armament fac- 
tories was reported to have 
thinned out appreciably in recent 
weeks and at some points to have 
disappeared entirely. 

New Raid by Fortresses. 

The pounding of Europe ap- 
parently continued through the 
day. Southeast coast observers re- 
ported a large formation of Fort- 
resses returning from Northern 
France, and from the English cliff 
tops bomb bursts had been ob- 
served in the vicinity of Cap Gris 
Nez. 

One Thunderbolt of anfAmerican 
@quadron was seen returning with 
what appeared to be an antiair- 
craft hole in its wing but it was 
under perfect control. 

In last night’s attack the British 
gmashed through swarms of Nazi 
fighters to strike at the core of 
the valley’s coal and steel produc- 
tion. It was the seventh straight 
night that the R. A. F. poured 
destruction on Hitler’s*war plants, 
and the cost was 30 big bombers. 
Pilots said they dropped their 
loads on assigned targets despite 
fierce opposition and bad weather. 

There was a definite feeling 
here, supported by Paul Joseph 
Goebbels’ own propagandists, that 
the ruin now has been spread over 
such a huge area of the Ruhr that 
traffic and utilities are disrupted, 
morale seriously disturbed and 
production definitely impaired. 

Recent raids have not been di- 
rected at the main centers of the 
Ruhr, such as Essen, Duesseldorf 
and Dortmund, but at smaller

DOWNED FLYER CHLORINATES 
WATER TO DISPERSE SHARKS 


Illinois Pilot Swims to Island 
Unmolested, Makes Way Back 
To United States Territory. 

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
Unorthodox application of a tube 
of hypochlorite powder saved Sec- 
ond Lieut. L. Weckel of Moline, 
Ill., from sharke. The War Depart- 
ment announced today. 

When his P-38 Lightning was 
forced down recently while return- 
ing from a photographic recton- 
naissance flight over Japanese-held 
territory in the South Pacific area, 
Weckel crash landed in the ocean 
at night, managing to save only 
his lifebelt, a pistol and a few finy 
tubes of hypochlorite, ordinarily 
used as a water purifier and photo- 
developing agent. 

Threatened by four “ sharks 
Weckel used the hypochlorite to 
chlorinate the water, apparently to 
the discomfort of the sharks, 
which dispersed. Weckel swam to 
a nearby island and natives helped 
him back to civilization.

“If applications are not in the 
hands of rationing board members 
by Saturday night, July 3,” Hotch- 
kiss said, “applicants.may not get 
their new books before the old 
ones expire.”

Tire inspection records must bear 
the record of one tire inspection 
made prior to the date on the ap- 
plication, and the 1943 State dater 
strip number of the automobile 
should be given, instead of the 1942 
license number. 

Special instructions for filling 
out the applications have been 
printed and distributed to the fill- 
ing stations of the city and county 
by the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri, Hotchkiss said.

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WASHINGTON, June 26 '(AP).— 
Congressional enactment of the 
war labor disputes bill over Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's veto brought 
bitter words from labor spokesmen 
today—but also a renewal of the 
“no strike” pledge by heads of the 
AFL. and CIO. 

It brought some confusion, too, 
to the affected Government agen- 
cies which were not ready, pending 
further study of the measure, to 
say what steps they would have 
to take in shaping their organiza- 
tions to administer it. 

The threat of an immediate 
crisis for the War Labor Board 
through resignation of its labor 
members vanished. While this pos- 
sibiliity had been suggested, prior 
to enactment of the bill, the la bor 
members said individually today 
that they intended to stick by the 
board. 

A question to be resolved, how- 
ever, is the extent of the restric- 
tions placed on them by the act’s 
prohibition against a WLB mem- 
ber’s taking part in consideration 
of a case in which he has an in- 
terest. It must be decided, for in- 
stance, whether this means an 
AFL member may not consider 
any AFL case or may consider an 


AFL case if it does not affect his 
puarticular union.

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
The two days of “senseless rioting” 
in Detroit’s racial upheaval cost 
the nation a worst setback in war 
production than was suffered 
“from all the labor disputes in the 
entire nation in the first two 


months of this year,” Joseph D. 
Keenan, WPB vice-chairman for 
labor production, declared today. 
He said one million man hours of 
work had been lost during the 
rioting and this was “only a small 
part of the total cost to war pro- 
duction.” 

Keenan called on labor and 
management in Detroit and every 
other war industry center to col- 
laborate with civic groups to cor- 
rect the causes of racial strife. 

The absences from work during 
the rioting stopped transmission 
lines and conveyor belts in many 
plants, Keenan said, and impaired 
the productivity of individual 
workers, 

“From a preliminary survey, we 
estimate that the two days of 
senseless rioting in that one city 
cost the nation a worst setbatk in 
the pproduction of planes, tanks, 
material and other equipment than 
it had suffered from all labor dis- 
putes in the entire nation in the 
first two months of this year,” 
Keenan said. “The rioting will 
cost our fighting men much 
needed equipment.”

WEEK'S CATTLE RECEIPTS 
ON EAST SIDE AMONG 
LOWEST IN 50 YEARS 


NLY about 500 head of cat- 
Qe were received at the 
National Stockyards on the 
East Side last week one of the 
smallest week’s receipts in 50 
years, an official of the Pro- 
ducers’ Livestock Commission 
Association announced. 


He said the 38 loads of steers 
received during the week was 
about an average day’s supply 
under normal conditions. 


Total cattle sales last week 
were less than half those in the 
corresponding week in 1942, 
Figures from this and 11 other 
markets showed a 62 per cent 
decrease in cattle arrivals com- 
pared with the corresponding 
week a year ago. 

The reduction in receipts was 
caused by last week’s price 
break and a spotty demand, be- 
cause of price uncertainty. 


OFFERED IN TREASURY DRIVE 


$2,500,000,000 Campaign To Open 
Tomorrow In Advance of 
Third War Loan Issue. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP). 
—Treasury notes in six denomina- 
tions ranging from $500 to a mil- 
lion will be offered in a new fi- 
nancing drive to open Monday 
with a goal of $2,500,000,000. Other 
denominations will be $1000, 
$5000, $10,000 and $100,000. 

Designed to raise additional 
funds for war purposes in advance 
of the third war loan drive 
scheduled to start-Sept. 9, the 
notes will bear 1% per cent inter- 
est and will not be redeemable be- 
fore Sept. 15, 1947. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau said today one purpose is 
to obtain funds to redeem a 324 
million Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation note which falls due 
July 15.

Ceiling on ‘Economy’ Diner Meals 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
Most railroad dining cars will 
serve “economy” meals—with the 
maximum price for breakfast, 85 
cents, luncheon, $1, and dinner, 
$1.10—beginning July 1. 


The “economy” meals are part 


of Price Administration which puts 
a ceiling on. all food prices on din- 
ing cars. Prices must not exceed 
those charged hetween Feb. 1 and 
April 10. 

Appetizers and desserts are 


all dining cars except on special 
all-Pullman trains. On these, prices 
must not exceed those prevailing 
between Feb. 1 and April 10. 

Prices charged by train butchers 
also are covered by regulation. 
Generally the ceiling on these sales 
are the official prices of companies 
operating the food and beverage 
concessions,, which OPA described 
as substantially lower than the 
prices reported paid by passengers 
in recent months to butchers.

Votes to Shift Bonus Pay- 
ment Authority to War 
Food Chief—Bill Sent

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
The Senate joined the House to- 
day in repudiating OPA’s food sub- 
sidy rollback, and voted besides to 
transfer future subsidy operations 
from the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration to the War Food Adminis- 
trator, Chester C. Davis. 

Thus the Administration suf- 
fered its second major setback in 
two days, the antisubsidy action 


following Congress’ overriding of 
President Roosevelt’s veto of the 
antistrike bill. 

In no mood for extended debate, 
the Senate voted, 46 to 29, to kill 
the rollback, which Price Admin- 
istrator Prentiss Brown has said 
is essential to hold the line against 
inflation. It then swiftly adopted, 
without a record vote, an amend- 
ment by Senatér O'Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, transfe 
subsidy authority to the Food Ad 
ministrator. 

The actions brought OPA opera- 
tions to a fresh crisis. Brown has 
put the subsidy into effect on meat 
and butter and declared it neces 
sary “to roll back the cost of liv- 
ing to the level to which we are 
committed (Sept. 15, 1942) and te 
hold it there.” 


OPA also faces a financial crisis, 
the House having slashed 26 per 
cent from the 177 million dollars 
recommended for the agency's op- 
erations in the next fiscal year. 
Brown said this week that price 
control will be “crippled into t 
lessness” if the Senate agrees 
the House on the money issue.

the rollback, which Price Admin- 
istrator Prentiss Brown has said 
is essential to hold the line against 
inflation. It then swiftly adopted, 
without a record vote, an amend- 
ment by Senator O'Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, transferring 
subsidy authority to the Food Ad- 
ministrator. 

The actions brought OPA opera- 
tions to a fresh crisis. Brown has 
put the subsidy into effect on meat 
and butter and declared it necea- 
sary “to roll back the cost of liv- 
ing to the level to which we are 
committed (Sept. 15, 1942) and to 
hold it there.” 

Financial Crisis. 

OPA also faces a financial crisis, 
the House having slashed 26 per 
cent from the 177 million dollars 
recommended for the agency's op- 
erations in the next fiscal year, 
Brown said this week that price 
control will be “crippled into use- 
lessness” if the Senate agrees with” 
the House on the money issue. 

The Senate rollback decision 
came as it approved a bill extend- 
ing for two years the life of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, 
Substituting its own version, allow- 
ing a billion dollar increase in the 
credit 
agency, for a House bill, the Sen- 
ate passed the measure on a voice 
vote and sent it to conference to 
iron out differences between the 
two chambers, 

The House had voted yesterday 
to eliminate rollback subsidies and 
had provided only 500 million dol- 
lars for the credit agency through 
which much of the Government as- 
sistance to farmers is channeled, 

Concedes It Is Dead. 

While provisions of the two 
measures differ in language, Act- 
ing Democratic Leader Hill of Ala- 
bama conceded that the price roll- 
back program is dead, so far as 
Congress is concerned. A veto by 
Roosevelt might keep the direct 
prohibition against such subsidies 
out of the law, but legislators 
pointed out that the agencies con- 
cerned still would have to fihd 
the money somewhere to finance 
such a program.

12 Planes Lost, 


Five bombers and seven fight- 
ers were lost in the daylight as- 
saults, which were accompanied by 
British fighter sweeps over France 
and followed Friday night’s big 
Royal Air Force attack on Bochum 
and Gelsenkirchen, in the heart of 
the Ruhr coal and steel belt. 

Many squadrons of R. A. F., 
Dominion and Allied fighters took 
part in the daylight operations. 

The objectives bf the American 
heavy bombers were not an- 
nounced in the communique, which 
described the sky fleet as a “large 
formation” and said it included 
light bombers of the R. A. F. 

One returning flyer said however 
that “we really smacked those fac- 
tories. I could see the bombs 
dropped by the formations behind 
us still exploding all over the tar- 
get area.” 

The communique said “adverse 
weather conditions were encoun- 
tered by some of the heavy bomb- 
ers and those which were unable 
to identify clearly their targets 
dropped no bombs.” 

Most of the heavy. bombers, in- 
cluding Flying Fortresses, flew un- 
escorted and engaged in numerous 
combats with enemy fighters.

ALL-OUT 44 FOOD 

PRODUCTION PLAN 
DRAFTED; LIFTING 
OF QUOTAS LIKELY 


Davis Expected to Re- 
move Acreage and 
Marketing Restrictions, 
Call for Planting of 
380 Million Acres. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
Food Administrator Chester C. 
Davis is‘ expected to announce 
soon the general outline of an all- 
out food production program for 
1944 removing virtually all acrpgage 
and marketing restrictions, even 
perhaps abolishing AAA ajllot- 
ments, 

The program will call for a 
record of about 380 million acres 
for cultivated food, feed, fiber, and 


tobacco crops. This compared 
with 350 million acres used for 
such crops in 1942. Accurate 


figures of this year’s crop acreage 


are not yet available, but they may 
not be far different than last year, 
due to unfavorable weather condi- 
tions and labor shortages during 
the planting season. 

Wheat, which a year ago was 
looked upon as a surplus crop, 
will comé in for the largest in- 
crease in acreage, because supplies 
have declined rather sharply under 
the impact of a livestock feeding 
program which required use of 
extra heavy amounts of the bread 
grain. 

The 1944 goal for wheat is ex- 
pected to be between 65 million 
and 70 million acres compared 
with about 52 million seeded for 
this year’s crop. 

Other Increases. 


Increases are planned for such 
other protein and vegetable oll 
crops as dry beans and peas, soy- 
beans, peanuts, flaxseed, and such 
direct crops as potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, and vegetables for both 
fresh markets and processing, and 
corn and other. livestock feed 
crops. 

Definite acreage goals for these 
crops will be announced after food 
officials have obtained a more 
definite line on this year’s produc- 
tion prospects. 

Decreases in goals for cotton, to- 
bacco and sugar beets and sugar 
cane are under consideration. 


Livestock. 


The program will seek to bring 
livestock production more nearly 
in line with the feed supply. In 
view of the fact that feed is lim- 
ited, emphasis will be given to 
types of livestock that will yield 
the largest returns of critical food 
nutrients for the feed and labor 
involved, 

Such emphasis would involve in- 
creased milk production, the main- 
tenance of egg yproduction, the 
maintenance of sufficient numbers 
of beef cattle and sheep to utilize 
ranges, other pastures and rough- 
age resources, and a reduction in 
numbers of highly finished beef 
animals and hogs to a level neces- 
sary to balance potential feed sup- 
plies. 

Although no final decision has 
yet been made, the food adminis- 
tration is thinking strongly in 
terms of abandoning the AAA 
acreage allotment plan of dividing 
national planting goals among 
farmers. The AAA allotment sys-

WASHINGTON, June 26.— One 
sentence in the brief appeal by 
Senator Tom Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, for passage of the Con- 


nally-Smith bill over the Presi- 
dent’s veto tells much of the story 
of why Congress went against the 
President, and with record-break- 
ing speed. 

“The soldiers and sailors,” said 
Connally, “wherever they may be, 
on land, on the sea, in the air, 
all over the globe, are disappoint- 
ed.” 

This was a note sounded 
throughout the debates preceding 
the passage of the measure: The 
note of the service men’s resent- 
ment of John L. Lewis’ stoppages 
of work in the vital coal-mining 
industry and his defiance of the 
Government. The gervice men had 
let it be known, through their own 
papers, through letters to the press 
and the home folks, that they were 
fed up with Lewis. It would be 


an over-simplification’ of the mat- 


ter to say that they determined 
the result, but they had a lot to 
do with it. 

In a sense, the House and Sen- 
ate, in visiting on the President a 
momentous defeat, heeded the 
voices from the foxholes. 

Among those voting against the 
President were many — certainly 
enough to have tipped the scales 
the other way on the vote to over- 
ride—who agreed with him that 
Section 8 should have been éelim- 
inated. This is the section provid- 
ing for notice of an intended strike 
against a private war contractor, 
and for a secret majority ballot in 
favor of the strike before it can 
be called, 


Added in the House after the 
Connally bill had been passed by 
the Senate, Section 8 drew the 
fire of the Government agencies 
concerned with war production, all 
of which took the view that the 
section gave the color of “legality” 
to wartime strikes under certain 
conditions and would tend to pro- 
mote rather than discourage labor 
unrest. The opinion of the war

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
Congressional enactment of the 
war labor disputes bill over Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s veto brought 
bitter words from labor spokesmen 
today—but also a renewal of the 
“no strike” pledge by heads of the 
AFL and CIO. 

It brought some confusion, too, 
to the affected Government agen- 
cies which were not ready, pending 
further study of the measure, to 
say what steps théy would, have 
to take in shaping their organiza- 
tions to administer it, 

The threat of an immediate 
crisis for the War Labor Board 
through resignation of its labor 
members vanished. While this pos- 
sibility had been suggested, prior 
to enactment of the bill, the labor 
members said individually today 
that they intended to stick by the 
board. 

A question to be resolved, how- 
ever, is the extent of the restric- 
tions placed on them by the act's 
prohibition against a WLB mem- 
ber’s taking part in consideration 
of a case in which he has an in- 
terest.

Financial Crisis. 

OPA also faces a financial crisis, 
the House having slashed 26 per 
cent from the 177 million dollars 
recommended for the agency’s op- 
erations in the next fis.al year. 
Brown said this Week that price 
control would be “crippled into use- 
lessness” if the Senate agrees with 
the House on the money issue. 

The Senate subsidy decision 
came as it approved a bill extend- 
ing for two years the life of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation. 
Substituting for a House bill its 
own version, allowing a billion dol 
lar increase in the lending author- 
ity of the credit agency, the Sen- 
ate passed the measure on a voice 
vote and sent it to conference, to 
iron out differences between the 
two chambers. 

The House had voted yesterday 
to eliminate rollback subsidies and 
had provided only 500 million dol- 
lars for the ¢redit agency through 
which much of the Government as- 
sistance to farmers is channeled. 

Concedes It Is Dead. 

While= provisions of the two 
measures differ in language, Act- 
ing Democratic Leader Hill of Ala- 
bama conceded that the price roll- 
back program is dead, so far as 
Congress is concerned. A veto by 
Roosevelt might keep the direct 
prohibition against such subsidies 
out of the law, but legislators 
pointed out that the agencies con- 
cerned still would have to find 
the money somewhere to finance 
such a program. 

It took the Senate less than an 
hour today to decide that it want- 
ed to eliminate not only the an- 
nounced programs to cut the re- 
tail price of meat, butter and cof- 
fee by the payment of subsidies to 
processors, but also to prevent any 
future projects of that nature un- 
less specifically approved by Con- 
gress. 

First, it adopted, 39 to 37, an 
amendment by Senator Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, to eliminate the 
rollback subsidies, but to carry on 
with subsidies to encourage agri- 
cultural and mineral production 
and to make payments to offset 
increased wartime costs of trans- 
portation of such commodities as 
oil and coal. 

Switch to Alken Plan. 

Not satisfied with this, the Sen- 
ate acted a few minutes later to 
supplant Clark’s amendment with 
one offered by Senator Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont, also eliminating 
the rollback subsidies on meat, but- 
ter and coffee. 

The amendment would make good, 
however, on the Government's 
promise to pay subsidies on these 
commodities from June 1 up to the 
date of enactment. It would per- 
mit the Government to continue to 
make incentive payments on can- 
ning crops (such as tomatoes, 
corn, beans and peas), on speciality 
crops (peas and beans) and on 
potatoes, hemp and sugar. |

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
Mounting signs came from the Ap- 
palachian coal fields tonight that 
nearly normal production might be 
resumed next week although the 
situation in Pennsylvania remained 
uncerjain after a day which saw 
the closing of more mines even 
though antistrike legislation has 
become law.” 3 

Solid Fuels Administrator Har- 
old L. Ickes warned that further 
interruptions in production would 
have grave consequences for the 
nation’s coal stockpiles. 


Ickes said coal reserves during 
May grew only 838,000 tons, where- 
as “we should have increased 
stockpiles by more than three mil- 
lion tons during May.” 

“We are still losing ground in 
June,” he said. 

Failure to increase stockpiles 
now “to the full extent of our 
capacity will multiply our diffi- 
culties next winter,” Ickes warned. 

He said preliminary information 
had indicated that the coal ton- 
nage in storage on June 1 would 
be less than on May 1. Complete 
data, however, he said, disclosed 
that there were 79,505,000 tons in 
storage, representing a national 
average of 54 days’ supply, com- 
pared to the previous month's 
78,667,000 tons. 

Back-to-Work Leaders. 

Foremost in the mine back-to- 
work movement were thousands of 
miners in West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Virginia. , 

There were the almost general 
predictions by the United Mine 
workers district leaders that most 
of the men would be back in the 
mines Monday morning, even in 
Pennsylvania. } 

However, a large proportion of 
the men continued to remain away 
from work today in Pennsylvania, 
Alabama and Ohio. At least 4000 
of the 23,000 UMW members in II- 
linois were idle. 

Although absenteeism at many 
working mines prevented an accu- 
rate estimate of how. many men 
were back on the job, information 
from union and operator sources 
indicated that a larger number 
worked today than yesterday, de- 
spite the walkout of nearly 10,000 
more aniners in Pennsylvania, 
Roughly, the number of idle ap- 
peared to be around 210,000, most 
of them in Pennsylvania. This 
would mean that a majority. of the 
men—mtmore than 300,000 — were 
back in the mines. 

Kentucky “Vacation.”, 

A late development in Kentucky 
sent 4500 UMW members in Dis- 
trict 23 on “vacation.” District 
President Ed Morgan announced 
they had left their jobs and would 
be off 10 days because they re- 
ceived only $20 instead of $50 vaca- 
tion pay as stipulated in their 
contract. Morgan emphasized the 
action did not constitute a strike. 
It affected mines in five counties. 

Alth@ugh the new walkouts in 
Pennsylvania today came on the 
heels of enactment of the new 
antistrike legislation, there was 
nothing official to relate them as 
protests against the action of Con- 
gress in overriding.the Presiden- 
tial veto. 

Effect on Steel. 

The effect of the prolonged shut- 
down of the coal mines was felt 
heavily by United States Steel, 
world’s biggest producer, which 
has banked 14 blast furnaces be- 
cause of a shortage of coking coal. 

The great by-products plant of 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corporation, 
subsidiary of United States Bteel, 
at. Clairton, Pa., which supplies 
coke to steel plants in Pennsyl- 
vania’s Monongahela’ Valley, was 
operating at about 50 per cent of 
capacity. 

At the same time, iron produc- 
tion in the Birmingham (Ala.) dis- 
trict dropped to its lowest rate of 
the past three years. 

Republic Steel Corporation an- 
nounced the banking of its sec- 
ond blast furnace at the Thomas 
works at Birmingham today, while 
its two furnaces at Gadsden, Ala., 
were operating at only 70 per cent 
of normal, E. I. Evans, Republic’s 
Southern district manager, esti- 
mated the company’s iron pro- 
duction as running 1400 tons per 
day belgw capacity. 

Other major: steel companies 
were unaffected and spokesmen 
said they would not be if the 
miners. returned to work within 
the next few days. 

John P. Bussarello, president of 
UMW District 5, Pittsburgh, said 
today that, “all union officials will 
bend every effort. over the week 
end to get the miners back.”

LONDON, June 26.—Britain to- 
day is a nation poised for the kill. 
The people believe that the most 
massive military operation ever 
undertaken in history must short- 
ly get under way. The stage, as 
Gen. Marshall has said, is set. Pro- 
duction is in full blast. Lines of 
communication are established. 
The initiative is ours. 
Anglo-American night and day 
precision bombing of Germany 
steadily increases, both in intensity 
and frequency. 

The air of expectancy is every- 
where. Sooner or later there must 
be hurled at the enemy such a 
force as in the long run he cannot 
withstand. ji 
To an Englishman returning 
home after an absence abroad of 
nearly six months, the change is 
astonishing. The public mood is 
deeply confident, realistic, deter- 
mined. The people know they can 
expect no joyride to Berlin or 
Tokyo. They know the road to 
victory will be.a bitter one of tears 
and sweat and blood. The easy 
talk after the fall of Pantelleria 
about a new technique of invasion 
having been evolved, in which the 
infantry merely walked in after it 
was all over, was soon discounted. 
It found no public acceptance or 
support. 

No Wishful Thinkin 
The magnitude of the problem of 
getting at the enemy is’ fully real- 
ized, and also the price that will 
have to be paid first to gain our 
foothold and then to fight him to 
a finish. 
Today there is none of the old 
wishful thinking. The belief that 
the united peoples can finish the 
thing once and for all is all the 
more impressive in consequence. 
We have two extra hours of sum- 
mertime (or wartime) here in 
these British Isles. As a result, it 
is light just now until well past 11 
p.m | ine goes to hed, and df \one 
is fortunate enough: to live in the 
country where one can atill have 
space enough to see such things, 
One watches the twilight deepen 
and, the colors of the afterglow 
slowly pale in the sky. 
As one drowsily settles down to 
sleep, one hearg in the air the 
faint drone of bombers rising and 
falling and finally fading away— 
a steady and at times seemingly 
endless procession of them—our 
bombers going out to raid Ger- 
many. One recalls that it is only 
a bare 18 months ago since night 
after night we were guarding our 
homes against the incendiary 
bomb and the high explosive, We 
know the ordeal we underwent 
then is surpassed by that which 
we are making the enemy under- 
go today. pa 
We know the dislocating effect 
his worst raids had on.-us, and 
we wonder how the Germans are 
faring under this tremendous bar- 
rage directed at their dispositions, 
their stamina and their nerves. 
But we feel that however great 
the effect, the barrage is only the 
prelude to the assault. 
_ We do not know how imminent 
the assault is, but we feel it can- 
not be long delayed. 

Change in British Mood. 
The whole nation is geared, 
workers are producing as never 
before, and fighting men are 
trained to that end, Therein lies 
another indication of the change 
in the British mood,

Nor is all this anywhere near 
so dull as it sounds. As a matter 
of fact, both the young and old 
generations are discovering that 
the savor does not go out of life 
because there may be fewer op- 
portunities to go to the movies or 
dance halls or to get out the car. 

The fighting men will have a 
big say in after-the-war debates. 
So will the workers. They have 
earned it as a right. British la- 
bor is doing a job c* which its 
future generations may be proud. 

It is fair to claim that no na- 
tion has ever before freely dedi- 
cated itself to so total a war ef- 
fort. One has to come back to 
Britain from abroad to realize 
how thoroughly every superfluity 
has been shorn from life and how 
near to a Spartan existence this 
easygoing, comfort-loving people 
has come, ' 

Not a single man or woman in 
this country is any longer his or 
her own master. Liberty has been 
given up to a degree that even 
in the first year of the war would 
have seemed unthinkable. For 
only two reasons could this have 
come about, First, because sacri- 
fice has been proved by events to 
be essential to the war effort; sec- 
ond, because of the absolute de- 
termination which has grown 
rather. than diminished that once 
victory has been won the: things 
given up will be fully restored. 


No Relaxing in Effort. 

The national resolution could be 
exemplified in no better way than 
by the course of the U-boat war. 
Being an-island people, we have 
never ceased ‘to believe that the 
Atlantic was our most vital front. 
The battle of the gdnvoys has 
been watched day by‘day, month 

month. It was the one battle 
without respite. Never for a mo- 
ment could we relax. To win it, 
we have cut our living to the 
bone. Yet today, when released 
information shows that the life- 
line is not only intact but has 
grown immensely in strength, 
there is no demand for any re- 
laxation of our deprivations or 
restrictions, 

If shipping is available, if more 
routes can be opened, the people 
want them occupied with military 
supplies. Any idea easing up, 
or loosening the national belt, 
would be repugnant. The mood is 
rather to tighten it still further 
if by so doing we can hasten the 
end of the dictators, East and West. 
And the people of Britain make no 
distinction between them, Church- 
ill spoke for the nation when he 
plaiged that Tokyo must go the 
way of Berlin and Rome, 

All national efforts, certainly all 
war efforts, go in peaks. If we 
could not perpetually live in the 
high spirit of the Battle of Brit- 
ain in that historic autumn of 
1941, yet now that an interval has 
passed and a new climax ap- 
proaches we can recreate it again. 
Events are doing so for us.. And 
the nation is keyed up to the 
spirit to match the coming clash. 

“This is the most critical sum- 
mer both for us and in the his- 
tory of the world,” said Gen. 
Marshall the other day. 

Ordinary folk over here do not 
manage to put it as expressively 
or as concisely as that, but they 
feel the same way. ° 

They are relentless, eager and 
ready. The comradeship and 
sense of common effort which in- 
spired them in the dark days are 
inspiring them once again now 
that the prospect seems bright. 
Whatever the years to come may 
hold for us, it will be good to have 
been in England in the zero hour.

that we should have béen able to 
carry through without flagging 
the spirit of high days after Dun- 
kerque. No nation can live per- 
petually on the pinnacle. Many 
people from the Prime Minister 
and Sir Stafford Cripps down to 
the ordinary man in the street 
knew that, following the year in 
which we fought alone, there had 
to come a period when the peo- 
ple had a growing sense of frus- 
tration. They were not war 
weary. Their determination that 
nothing but the extermination of 
Hitlerism could call them to a 
halt never faltered. Their confi- 
dence in. ultimate victory did not 
shake. 

But even after the combination 
of United’ Nations had been 
brought into being, first by the 
Nazi attack on Russia, then by 
Pearl Harbor, they did not see 
how victory was to be brought 
about. 

With that feeling of frustration 
went the growth of doubt about 
the future. The war was not 
being fought merely to purge the 
world of Hitlerism. It would be a 
barren victory that did not give 
the peoples a better way of life. 
But here, too, the British people. 
whose supreme political gift is 
perhaps that they never fail to ally 
a sense of the practical with a 
feeling for the ideal, were not 
clear how this was to be brought 
about. 

All suggestions appeared to be 
coming from America. There 
seemed little response in Britain, 
yet it was realized that the march 
of the common people would get 
them nowhere if i:eadership were 
to be a one-sided affair. Men still 
saw the goal, but they were no 
longer sute of the way. 

Period of Resurgence. 

In these six months, British 
genius has reasserted itself, They 
have been months of resurgence. 

The Beveridge report, the Prime 
Minister’s speech of March 21, the 
Keynes plan, our program at Hot 
Springs, the parliamentary demand 
for planning in such international 
problems as postwar civil aviation 
and exports and in such home 
problems as education—by these 
and other things the British peo- 
ple have once more taken a firm 
hold on the future. 

They are not going to acqulesce 
in a policy of laissez faire or | 
drift. They are not going to fall 
for panaceas. They are going to 
accomplish things by the only 
worthwhile way of thinking them 
out, 

Provided they are wisely led, the 
people of the United Kingdom 
have a better chance of doing this 
than ever before. One of the most 
remarkable offshoots of the war 
has been the chances it hag pro- 
vided for adult education. In the 
fighting services there are such 
developments as the Army Bureau 
of Current Affairs, whereby troops 
are given talks and take part in 
discussions on both military and 
civilian questions. Even home 
front firemen have started a 
similar course.

STANDLEY HOPES

RUSSIANS BOMB 
NAZI AIR FIELDS 
AROUND BRYANSK 


But Red Star Warns 
That Changes May 
Come at Any Hour. 


LONDON, June 27 (Sunday) 
(AP). — Russian bombers started 
large fires at Bryansk rail junction 
and destroyed several German 
planes on air fields in that area, 
Moscow broadcasts said early to- 
day, but little ground fighting was 
reported, 

The Soviet midnight communi- 
que said Russian flyers sank an 
enemy patrol ship and damaged a 
minesweeper Yesterday in the Gulf 
of Finland, The raids on Bryansk 
took place Friday night. 

The principal ground activity 
yesterday was on a sector of the 
central front west of Moscow 
where Russian scouts were said to 
have broken through barbed wire 
defenses -into German trenches, 
killing a number of the enemy and 
taking some prisoners. 

Despite the lack of notable de- 
velopments, the Russian Army 
newspaper Red Star said that 
changes might come at any hour. 

It is a “holy duty” of all Rus- 
sians to be on guard, Red Star 
declared in a leading edNorial. 

“The strength of our defense has 
grown,” the newspaper said, “but 
it does not mean that we can pas- 
sively wait for the development of 
events.”

Mutiny by Six U-Boat Crews 
In Norwegian Base Reported 


German Sailors Said to Have Been Imprisoned 
in Oslo After Refusing to 
Sail Again. 


By JOHN COLBURN 
STOCKHOLM, June 26, (AP).— 
Six German submarine crews in 
Norway have mutinied and re- 


fused to reimbark, it was reported 
in Norwegian circles here today. 

Reliable sources were said to 
have relayed rumors that officers 
and men alike had jointly decided 
to mutiny, and that all were sent 
to a military prison in Oslo. The 
sources cannot be identified by 
name, 

The report, capping a series of 
stories. of discontent and weaken- 
ing morale among German forces 
in Norway, recalled the mutiny of 
sailors of the German high sea 
fleet in October, 1918, one of the 
major steps: of the German coi- 
lapse then. 

A congiderable number of men 

and officers from submarines have 
been sent to Akershus prison in 
Oslo, now employed by the Ger- 
mans ag a military prison, the re- 
ports from Norway said. 
The base where the reported dis- 
affection occurred was not dis- 
closed, but Norwegian circles said 
it might be Trondheim, or in the 
Trondheim area, where the Nazis 
had based much of their fleet this 
spring to prey upon convoys mov- 
ing to Russia. 

It was at Trondheim that Ad- 
miral Otto Ciliax, commander in 


chief of German naval forces in 
Norway, was reported to have 
warned 2000 Nazi marines that 
Norway uld be invaded “with- 
in a short time.” 

Norwegian sources with reliable 
connections with the efficient un- 
derground in their home country 
said that “recent reports from 
northern Norway say that remark- 
ably many German warships are 
always lying in harbors for repairs 
of some small damage which they 
sustained only a short time after 
they put to sea. People (Norwegi- 
ans) cannot help thinking that 
most of these were inten- 
tional to enable the marines to 
come ashore as soon as possible.”

DOWNED FLYER CHLORINATES 
WATER TO DISPERSE SHARKS 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP,— 
Unorthodox application of a tube 
of hypochlorite powder saved Sec- 
ond Lieut. L. Weckel of Moline, 
Ill., from sharks, the War Depart- 
ment announced today, 

When his P-38 Lightning was 
forced down recently while return- 
ing from a photographic recon- 
naissance flight over Japanese-held 
territory in the South Pacific area, 
Weckel crash landed in the oceapy 
at night, managing to save only 
his lifebelt, a pistol and a few tiny 
tubes of hypochlorite, ordinarily 
used as a water purifier and photo- 
developing agent. 


Threatened by four’ sharks 
Weckel used the hypochlorite to 
chlorinate the water, apparently to 
the discomfort of the sharks, 
which dispersed. Weckel swam to 
a nearby island and natives helped 
him back to civilization. 


ALLIED FLYERS HIT: 
ATJAPS MASSING 
POWER AT RABAUL 


Enemy Known to Have 
170 Planes and Much 


Shipping, Including 
Carrier, at Base.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, June 27 (Sunday) 
(AP). .— Liberators and Flying 
Fortresses biasted Rabaul, New 
Britain, with 20 tons of bombs 
yesterday on the strength of recon- 
naissance reports that the Japa- 
nese had massed 170 planes and 
considerable shipping, including a # 
converted aircraft carrier, there. 

In three successive waves they 
swept over the base in a high 
level attack before dawn, roaring 
through antiaircraft ‘fire. Two of 
the American-manned bombers did 
not return, 

They unloaded their incendiaries 
and high explosive bombs,on one 
of three Rabaul airdromes and on 
the docks. 

The bomb tonnage inereased to 
196 the amount dropped in seven 
raids on Rabaul dating back te 
June 10. 

The largest force of bombers 
ever used in New Guinea, a group 
of American-operated Mitchells, 
gave the Japanese airdrome at Lae 
a pounding. 

“Our medium units in concen 
trated attack upon the airdrome at 
mid-day bombed and strafed revet- 
ments, hangars, barracks, build- 
ings and ground defenses,” the 
moon communique said of the raid. 

“Dense clouds of smoke over the 
target area prevented assessment 
of damage, Intense anti-aircraft 
fire was. encountered.

-“I expect,” Hennings said, “to 
have the jury listen to any and all 
who have any credible evidence to 
offer which wil] tend to solve the 
matter and end it for all time 
either by trial or dismissal.” 

“Too Much Discussion.” 


Declining to say whether the en- 
tire case, with its many ramifica- 
tions, would be reviewed before 
the jury, Hennings observed that 
it had been hampered by “too 
much discussion” from its incep- 
tion. He will confer tomorrow 
with Covell R. Hewitt, assistant 
attorney general, prior to the’ con- 
vening of the jury. 

Henning. said he was not going 
to engage in a debate with phy- 
sicians or others pertaining to 
medical findings as to the cause 
of the death of the Mexican wait- 
er. Such medical testimony, he 
indicated, would be presented fully 
before the jurors. 

Witnesses, it is understood, will 
include the two pathologists whose 
reports influenced Hennings to 
Grop ai second-degree murder 
charge against Andrew Brinkley, 
former celimate of Melendes, on 
the premise that it hadn’t been 
established that Melendes came to 
his death through violence. 

Pathologists in Disagreement, 

The pathologists, Dr. Arthur 
Weil of Northwestern University 
and Dr. Walter J. Siebert formerly 
of Washington University, whose 
laboratory examination was con- 
fined to analysis of minute pieces 
of tissue from the body of Melen- 
des, reported they could find no 
evidence he had been beaten to 
death. 

Their conclusion, however, has 
been questioned by several St. 
Louis physicians who made more 
extensive examinations, Dr. Dow- 
ney L. Harris, the pathologist who 
made a post-mortem examination 
last Sept. 25, told the Post-Dispatch 
his microscopical examination of 
certain tissue specimens confirmed 
his original opinion that a brain 
hemorrhage resulted from a violent 
blow or blows. Dr. Major G. See- 
lig, director of pathology at Bar- 
mard Free Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital, who made a similar tissue 
examination concurred in his find- 
ings as did several other medical 
men.

000. It is hoped to have the cen- 
ter in service by Aug. 1. 


The original application called 
for allocation of $249,940 by FWA 
for operating a 250-bed center to 
handle about 3000 patients a year. 
The grant was $27,620 less than 
was asked, and officials here did 
not know whether a cut in the 
size of the unit was contemplated 
or if projected services were to be 
reduced. As now set up for con- 
tagious disease purposes, the wing 
has a 100-bed capacity. 


$1980 a Year Rental. 
The Government will pay the 


city only $1980 a year rental, but 


| also will pay the city for meals 


of patients and employes of the 
center, and will buy utility and 
laundry service from the city for 
$14,000 a year. The latter items 
are not expected to yield the city 
a profit. Dr. Richard Maxwell, 
hospital superintendent, will re- 
main in that post and also will 
head the center, but his $2800 a 
year salary will be paid by the 
Public Health Service.

Such a center, he 
asserted, is looked on as a neces- 
sity’tod combat a*venereal disease 
rate rising under wartime condi- 
tions. The center will serve Mis- 
souri, Southern Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, North and South 
Dakota and Minnesota. 

’ 5-Day Treatment. 

The five-day arsenic drip treat- 
ment for syphilis probably will be 
used, Dr. Wolcott said, It is 
planned to keep women patients 
for about four weeks after treat- 
ment for observation, “redirec- 
tion” and vocational guidance 
work to attempt to see they do 
not have to’ be returned to the 
center for treatment for re-infec- 
‘tion, he pointed-out.

Value of Penicillin, “Wonder Drug’ 
Demonstrated at Barnes Hospital 


Chief Physician Reports on Effectiveness 
Against Infections—New Curative Is 
Expensive, Supply Small.

The remarkable effectiveness of 
the new drug, penicillin, in treat- 
ing certain infectious diseases has 


| been demonstrated experimentally 


recently at Barnes Hospital, Dr. 
W. Barry Wood Jr., physician-in- 


of interna] medicine at Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Wood, a tall, prematurely 
graying former Harvard Univer- 
sity football star, is one of only 
about a dozen doctors in the 
United States chosen by the Of- 
fice of Scientific Résearch and 
Development at Washington a few 
months ago to study clinical pos- 
sibilities of the little known sub-’ 
stance. His reports, based on a 
score of carefully selected cases at 
the hospital, corroborate those of 
other certified investigators who 
have found penicillin to be a high- 
ly satisfactory complement to the 
sulfanilamides in combatting stub- 
born infections. ' 

The usefulness of penicillin al- 
most was unknown, even to a large 
part of the medical profession, 
until quite recently. The first 
widespread announcement of its 
action in checking the growth of 
certain bacteria was made early 
this month and resulted from the 
publication of testimony of Dr. A. 
Newton Richards of the Office of 
Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment before the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, 


Supply Is Small. 


In addition to materially check- 
ing the growth of the staphylo- 
coccus bacteria, a common source 
of infection in battle wounds, 
penicillin hag been found success- 
ful in treating infections caused 
by the pneumococcus and strepto- 
coccus bacteria, Dr. Wood said. 
At Barnes Hospital penicillin has 
been employed with good resftilts 
in treating certain types of boils, 
abscesses, osteomyelitis (a bane 
disease), certain forms of menin- 
gitis, and putrid lung infections. 
Other investigators, he added, 
have used penicillin to swiftly 
cure drug-resistant gonorrhea, 

Penicillin probably will not be 
available for general clinical use 
for a long time to come, at least 
not until after the war, Dr. Wood 
explained. The reason is there is 
very little of it, and the extrac- 
tion of it is a long and tedious 
process. Unlike most drugs in 
general use, penicillin, in its pres- 
ent stage of development, must be 
obtained through a biological, 
rather than chemical, process, Its 
eventual use, he indicated, will 
depend largely on tie future dis- 
covery of a way to produce it 
synthetically, 


A laboratory accident led to the 
discovery of penicillin by an Eng- 
lish bacteriologist named Fleming 
in 1929. Fleming, Dr. Wood re- 
called, absent-mindedly left over 
night in his laboratory a blood 
agar plate that had been inoculated 
with staphylococcus bacteria. The 
next morning Fleming noticed that 
a mold that had: grown on the 
plate and somehow inhibited the 
growth of the bacteria. 

Drew Little Interest. 

Interested, he treated the mold 
chemically, and the resultant sub- 
stance was what is now known as 
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penicillin, 
however, interested other bacteri- 
Ologists only mildly, and it was not 
until 1939 that its potential useful- 
ness as a drug was realized by 
another Englishman, Dr. 
Florey.

The walkout was started Friday 
afternoon before Congress over- 
rode President Roosevelt's veto of 
the antistrike bill. It was called 
in protest against the hiring 
of five woman members of a 
packing crew at pay 6 cents an 
hour ‘less than that received by 
men. In voting to return, the men 
made resumption of work con- 
tingent on obtaining an immediate 
conference with the company re- 
garding the pay differential. 

Arrangements for the conference 
were made yesterday afternoon, 
but when the strike did not end, 
the conference was deferred until 
9:30 a. m, tomorrow. 

Suspension of operations in the 
brass mill, which employs: 950 
men, left the cast shop without 
work, so its 350 workers had to 
halt operation of that department.

Gas Sales Prohibited. 

E, F. Edwards, St. Louis branch 
manager of the York Ice Machin- 
ery Corporation, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the Govern- 


ing systems are being forced to 
operate.without a full supply. In 
these instances the equipment will 
not produce the usual coldness. 


Edwards gave two reasons for 
the shortage of Freon. One is a 
lack of metal cylinders, used to 
ship the gas from factory to con- 
sumer. This shortage:is caused, 
he said, by some consumers buy- 


ing several cylinders of. the gas 


and hoarding them. 
Military Use for Freon. 

The other reason for the gas 
shortage is a new use that the 
military has found for Freon. The 
gas is mixed with an insecticide, 
and used to penetrate the tiny 
crevices in airplanes and other 
equipment returning from tropical 
zones. The purpose is to kill dan- 
gerous insects that might have 


lodged in the cracks. Edwards es- 
timated that the Army would not 
use more than 25 per cent of the 
total Freon output for insect kill- 
ing, and that there would be an 
adequate supply of the gas for all 
purposes in several weeks, 

At present, Freon may be ob- 
tained only for preservation of 
foods, for cooling rooms in hospi- 
tals and other necessary needs, 


Another authority on air condi- 
tioning said several] establishments 
here are allowing their tempera- 
tures to remain higher to gave air- 
conditioning machinery, which 
cannot be replaced because of pri- 
orities. He explained that estab- 
lishments, which in the .past kept 
their temperatures at 78 degrees,

The board has not had 
time as yet to examine its policies 
and procedures in light of the new 
law, but it is my judgment that 
the existing major policies and 
procedures of the board will be 
found to be entirely consistent 
with the act of Congress. 

“It is gratifying to note that 
many outstanding leaders of labor 
have .reaffirmed their no-strike 
pledge. I am satisfied that the 
board will continue to have the 
co-operation of responsible leaders 
of labor and industry in carrying 
out its labor relations stabilization 
program.” 

In the forefront of speculation 
here was whether the act might 
be applied in the coal controversy 
if any considerable number of min- 
ers continue the work stoppage 
next week.

MOSCOW, June 26 (AP)—Ger- 
man troops were accused in a Rus- 
sian inquiry commission's indict- 
ment today of having carried out 
mass poisonings, executions and 
torture of Russians in the Kursk 
and Kharkoy regions southwest of 
Moscow before the Red Army's 
spring offensive drove the Ger- 
mans back. 


The commission said its charges 
were substantiated by stories of 
eyewitnesses. 

Tass, official news agency which 
reported the commission's find- 
ings, reported that reconstruction 
work is well under way in recon- 
quered ‘territory. 

Stalingrad, where the population 
dwindled to 5000 at the start of 
the long siege which reduced much 
of that Volga city to rubble, now 
hag reached a population of 75,000, 
Tass said.

—An Army officer and five other 
persons have been indicted by a 
Federal grand jury here on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud 
the Government in construction of 
the Hoosier Ordinance Plant, mam- 
moth powder foading establish- 
ment, near Charlestown, Ind.

He said the indictments alleged 
overcharges of $190,000, but that 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents had gathered information 
indicating the actual total approxi- 
mated $600,000. In a civil suit filed 
simultaneously at Louisville the 
Government estimated the amount 
at more than $800,000. ~- ’

Kyle Corum, son of Arthur and 
associated with the firm, 

Roy L, Gorrell of the contract- 
ing firm of F.. C, Gorrell and Sons, 
Russellville, Ky. 

If convicted; they could be sen- 
tenced to a maximum prison term 
of two years and fjned as much 
as $10,000 each. Arraignment was 
set for July 10. 

In the civil suit at Louisville the 
Government seeks damages from 
the Corums, Gorrell and Hikes.

PREDICTS ACCEPTABLE 


CITY WAGE RISE BILL’ 


A warning of possible epidemics in 
the national capital and a demand 


Albanese Thinks Aldermen 
Will Pass Ordinance With- 
in Two Weeks. 


Charles E. Albanese, Republican 
floor leader of the Board of Al- 
dermen, expressed the opinion 
yesterday that inequities in the 
city employes’ compensation bill, 
which was sidetracked at Friday’s 
meeting of the board, will be 


ironed out and that workers in 
the lower and middle pay brackets 
will receive adequate increases 
under the measure. He expressed 
the opinion that the measure 
would be passed within the next 
two weeks. 

Albanese said adjournment of 
the board for the summer vaca- 
tion was postponed because many 
members felt they should stay in 
session unti] the bill was present- 
ed in a more acceptable form for 
passage. The board will meet next 
Friday and then go into committee 
of the whole to consider the 
measure with the Civil Service 
Commission, the Director of Per- 
sonnel and the Comptroller. 

“Many employes in the lower 
brackets have complained to me 
in the last few days that they 
will not receive any increase,” 
Albanese said, “and, in the case of 
temporary employes, some _ will 
have to take a cut if they be- 
come permanent. We want to 
straighten out those matters be- 
fore we pass the bill, even if some 
of the people in the higher brack- 
ets who were to have received $50 
to $60 a month increases, have 
to be satisfied with smaller 
raises, if any.” 

Pay increases under the plan 
would total about $750,000 a year, 
Mayor William Dee Becker has 
estimated, and would affect 3200 
of the 7500 city employes. Other 
payroll additions that have been 
approved, including the addition of 
70 policemen at an annual cost of 
$150,000 and 100 firemen at a 
yearly cost of $145,000, will, with 
the blanket measure, raise the 
city’s expenses more than one mil- 
lion dollars annually. —

Clean Up Dardenne Creek. 

The Conservation Commission 
has been advised by the U. S. 
Army, Office of Field Director of 
Ammunition Plants, St. Louis, that 
arrangements “have been com- 
pleted at the Weldon Spring 
plant so that no more wastes 
from the plant will be released 
within the watershed of Dardenne 
Creek, 

This information was given at a 
recent conference with U. 8. Army 
offitials in which the State Board 
of Health participated. It is ex- 
plained that the pollution of Dar- 
denne Creek was unavoidable be- 
cause following Pearl Harbor, the 
Weldon Spring plant was obliged 
to increase production beyond the 
intended capacity of the plant and 
of the waste disposal] facilities 
which are located on the Missouri 
River watershed. 

Temporary facilities for dispos-

Of Many Important Bills Mark 


Incompetence 


of the Legislature’ j Msiietion Approaching ‘Scheduled Pools 


Either Law-Making System Is Faulty or It 
Has Been Corrupted—Record of Session 
Fortifies Campaigns for Unicameral Body 
and Initiative Action.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 26. 


O developments of the present session of the Legislature indi- 
vate either a faulty legislative system or a corruption of the 


system. They are: 


The stirring up of anti-city sentiment among rural mem- 


bers, and 


The intentional delay of important legislation to make 
virtually certain that it will be lost in the usual congestion 
before adjournment, probably not more than two weeks away. 


Both of these points will be taken up by advocates of a uni- 


eameral legislature and cited as 


arguments in their cause. They 


also will be used by those who favor submission of legislation di- 
rectly to the voters through the initiative instead of further attempts 
to use the regular process in which the present Legislature has been 


found to be ineffective. 

The anti-city propaganda might 
well be the subject of study by 
municipal officials and _ civic 
groups interested in the welfare 
of the cities and of the state at 
large, because it threatens the 
mutual interests of city and coun- 


try. 
Unequal Representation. 


In this Legislature it has de- 
prived St. Louis, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and a few of the larger 
counties of their unquestionable 
rights in school matters, eduitable 
representation in the Legislature 
and adequate appropriations for 
the relief of destitute unemploy- 
abies. 

St. Louis, Jackson County (Kan- 
gas City), Buchanan County (St. 
Joseph), and St. Louis, Greene 
and Jasper counties—the more 
populous subdivisions of the 
state—pay approximately 60 per 
cent of the total state revenue 
and have 50 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of the state. 

They have, however, only 27 per 
cent of membership of the House 
and 32 per cent of the member- 
ship of the Senate. 


They get only 20 per cent of 
the state funds appropriated for 
public schools, only 37 per cent of 
the state money paid for old age 
pensions, only 40 per cent of the 
state money expended for aid to 
dependent children. 

They get back in benefits of all 
kinds only half the money they 
pay in state sales tax, the largest 
single source of state revenue. 

The recital of these figures 
should not be mistaken to be a 
contention that the larger and 
wealthier counties should receive 
in benefits from the state all that 
they pay in state taxes. Nearly 
half of Missouri is poor and un- 
productive. The schools of the 
poor areas, their aged and help- 
less, must be taken care of, and, 
since they can contribute little 
themselves, revenues must be ob- 
tained from where the wealth is, 
that is, from the larger cities and 
richer counties. 


Not Treasury Raiders. 


Senators and Representatives 
from the cities have made no at- 
tempt to raid the State Treasury 
for the selfish benefit of their 
communities. Instead, almost 
without exception, they have sup- 
ported liberal appropriations for 
all the communities in the state 
for schools, old age pensions, care 
of dependent children and other 
needful purposes. 

It is impossible under the pres- 
ent Constitution for the cities to 
have equal representation with 
ether parts of the state in the 
Legislature. The apportionment of 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives is on the basis of at 
least one for each county. Larger 
counties are entitled to more, the 
apportionment being arrived at by 
dividing the total population of 
the state by 200 to obtain a ratio 
of representation. A county hav- 
ing two and one-half ratios is en- 
titled to two representatives, a 
county having four ratios to three 
representatives, a county having 
six ratios to four representatives, 
and one additional representative 
for each additional two and one- 
half ratios. 

Under this system, St. Louis is 
entitled to 19 =representatives, 
which it has; St. Louis County is 


entitled to seven, but has only 
three, and Jackson County is 
entitled to 11, but has only 10, 


The Constitution provides that 
there shall be 34 Senators, chosen 
one from each of 34 Senatorial 
districts, which shall consist of 
contiguous territory and be as 
nearly equal in population as is 
possible without dividing counties. 
On the “equal population” basis 
St. Louis is entitled to seven Sena- 
tors instead of six, St. Louis 
County is entitled to two instead 
of sharing one with Franklin and 
Gasconade counties, as it now 
does, and Jackson County is en- 
titled to four instead of two. 


The present state Senatorial dis- 
tricts were established in 1901. 
Every effort to change them has 
failed {through rural opposition.’ 
The present House of Representa- 
tives has 150 members, the number 
having been fixed in 1921, 


Attempted Change Beaten. 


When an attempt was made at 
the present session of the Legis- 
lature to increase the total mem- 
bership to give St. Louis County 
and Jackson County the additional 
members to which they have a 
right, the bill was defeated by 
rural votes although the increase 
would not have endangered rural 
control of the House. 


Notwithstanding the fact that 
the increased State revenues dur- 
ing the past few years have more 
than trebled the annual amount 
distributable by the State to the 
schools, it being estimated for this 
year at more than $16,000,000, 
rural legislators have prevented a 
reduction in the proportion of the 
general State revenues set aside 
for the schools. For many years 
one-third of all general State reve- 
nues has gone into the schoo! fund. 


As St. Louis and five of the 
larger counties pay 60 per cent of 
the State taxes, the major part of 
the school fund comes from the 
taxpayers \in those communities; 
yet they are denied participation 
in the fund even in a remote de- 
gree approaching that of the rural 
school districts. 


There has been considerable mis- 
information about this State school 
fund. The general impression prob- 
ably is that the full educational 
activities financed by the State 
are met by the appropriation of 
one-third of the general revenues 
for schools. That is far from the 
fact. 

In addition to this third of the 
revenue, the State makes appropri- 
ation from general revenue funds 
for the State University and the 
five State teachers’ colleges. 


44 Pct. for Education. 


Education takes approximately 
44 per cent of all general state 
revenues, instead of 331-3 per cent. 

The genefal impression probably 
also is that an increase of more 
than $10,000,000 annually in the 
State school fund has meant that 
that additional amount has been 
expended on the schools, That, 
too, is far from a fact. 

The actual school réyenues have 
increased little although the school 
fund has trebled, The reason is 
that as money has flowed into the 
rural school districts from the 
State, many of the districts have 
reduced their local school tax 
rates, It is the local taxpayer

Army and Navy in Sight 
Of Goal of Nearly 11,000,000. - | 


Through exertions equally prodigious, the 
War and Navy departments are today in 
sight of their goal of nearly 11 million men 
under arms by the end of 1943,. They have 
already inducted and put in training more. 
than eight million men.. According to un- 
official estimates, the total is divided among 
the services approximately as follows: Army 
6,100,000, Navy 1,530,000, Marines 300,000 
and Coast Guard 166,000. Under study is 
the question of freezing the Army some- 
where near its present size, and making the 
further function of the United States that of 
arming the man power of the Allies. 


During the present calendar year, the size 
of the American fleet is expected to double. 
In addition to quantities of landing and 
auxiliary craft, the Navy, during the first 
five months of 1943, completed 111 fighting 
ships, or three times its total output for 
1941. The number of destroyer escorts to be 
completed by Dec, 31 is scheduled to exceed 
the total of all destroyers in service last Jan. 
1. The number of aircraft carriers, large 
and auxiliary, to be built in 1943 will multi- 
ply many times our total carrier force at the 
end of 1942, 

Output of naval anti-aircraft guns of all 
types during 1943 is scheduled to surpass by 
80 per cent the 1942 record, which in turn 
was 15 times that of 1941. The chief 
weapon in this category is the five-inch dual 
purpose gun. Its production in 1943 is ex- 
pected to beat 1942 deliveries by 230 .per 
cent. This year’s output of naval submarine 
and aircraft torpedoes promiees to top that 
of 1942 by 360 percent. During 1943, naval 
bombers are to be multiplied by four and 
naval fighter planes by five. 


900 Air Squadrons, 17,000 
Planes by the End of 1943. 


By the end of 1943, the Army plans to 
have under organization 900 air squadrons 
of about 17,000 combatant planes, with a 
flight and ground personnel of 2,450,000. 

This prospective sky fleet will equal that 
of all Axis forces combined, and also that of 
all other members of the United Nations. 
The American contribution should make 
Allied air strength twice that of the enemy. 


The current figure for output of Ameri- 
can military planes is 7200 a month, of 
which about 600 are reckoned to be heavy 
bombers. The proportion of tactical planes 
has risen in two years from 40 to 68 per 
cent. Average airframe weight increased 63 
per cent, from 4400 to 6400 pounds, during 
the first five months of 1943, as compared 
to the same period in 1942. Yet the number 
of, planes delivered in May was 40 per cent 
greater than January’s output. In the next 
few months, it is surmised, production may 
soar to 10,000 planes a month, By the end 
of next fall, it is possible that raids over 
Europe by American bombers alone may 
surpass the British scale of 1000-plane 
attacks. 

The enormous burden placed by naval 
construction on American shipyards did not 
prevent the Maritime Commission, during 
May, from delivering a record of 175 new 
merchant vessels, with a deadweight ton- 
nage of 1,782,000. The schedule for 1943 
is nearly 19 million tons—an output sur- 
passing that of all the rest of the world,

Revolutionary Change 


In the Entire War Picture. 


The entire scene of the world war has 
experienced so revolutionary a change that 
Prime Minister Churchill, in his report to 
the House of Commons on June 8, could 
describe it, in a memorable phrase, as an 
expanse ‘‘on which the mellow light of vic- 
tory now begins to play.”” He had in mind 
two disasters of magnitude lately suffered by 
the Axis, and two developments, of recent 
origin, on the Atlantic and in the heavens of 
Europe, which may prove to affect the con- 
duct and issue of the planetary battle. 


Unparalleled Russian tenacity at Stalin- 
grad wore down an assault of utmost resolu- 
tion, with Hitler’s own military and political 
prestige at stake. The defeat cost the Reich 
and its satellites a total calculated at 330,000 
killed, wounded, missing and captured men. 
The Anglo-American expedition to French 
Morocco and the conquest of Tunisia re- 
deemed the continent of Africa from the last 
vestige of Axis empire. It promises to open 
the Mediterranean to Allied shipping, and 
adds a great new blade to the pincers slicing 
at Festung Europa. German and Italian 
losses in Tunisia alone amounted to 300,000 
dead and captured soldiers. 


For some reason not yet adequately ex- 
plained, the sinking of Allied shipping by 
U-boats, at its peak in March, started sud- 
denly downward in April and continued the 
slope during May and the first half of June. 
Simultaneously, the sinking of German un- 
dersea craft rose abruptly in May to 20, or 
perhaps 30. For the first time since Pearl 
Harbor, two successive weeks, between June 
1 and 15, passed without the reported loss 
of a single Allied or neutral merchant vessel 
in the Western Atlantic) 


Anti-Submarine Weapons 
Beginning to Take Effect. 


Has Hitler’s ultimate weapon been struck 
from his hand—the weapon on which he 
relied to cancel out American war produc- 
tion? 

Navy spokesmen are too wary to say so, 
but they believe that two anti-submarine 
weapons, the auxiliary aircraft carrier and 
destroyer escort, are beginning to exert a 
significant effect. 

On March 3, 1942, British bombers demol- 
ished the Renault factories near Paris. Two 
months later Cologne was devastated by the 
first 1000-plane raid in history. Thus began 
an all-out campaign to use aerial bombard- 
ment for paralyzing Italy and immobilizing 
the Reich’s war plants and transportation. 
With the aid of American craft devised for 
daylight operation, the attacks this year have 
redoubled in intensity and have been placed 
on a round-the-clock basis. 

The onslaught’s volume is expected to rise 
through the summer and to be reinforced 
by new American bombers far superior to 
the Flying Fortress and Liberator. En-

stroyed and 321 damaged. 


Japan’s Headlong Offensive 
Has Been Stopped in Its Tracks. 


Japan won its last Naval victories on 
Feb. 27, 1942, when the Bast Indian fleet 
of the United Nations was wiped out in the 
battle of the Java Sea; and on Aug. 8-9, 
when the cruisers Vincennes, Quincy, As- 
toria and Canberra were taken by surprise 
at night off Savo Island and sunk before 
the crews could reach their gun stations. 
Otherwise, the headlong Japanese offensive 
was stopped in its tracks by a series of bril- 
liant successes of American surface and air 
forces. 


In the Coral Sea, on May 8 of last year, 
a big Japanese invasion fleet descending on 
Australia was smashed and put to flight. 
In the historic Midway encounter of June 4, 
a large-scale attack aimed at Hawali was 
parried and turned back. The Battle of the 
Solomons, on Nov. 13-15, cost the Japs two 
battleships, eight cruisers, six destroyers, 
eight transports and 30,000 men. ‘In the 
Bismarck Sea, off New Guinea, a Japanese 
convoy on March 2 of this year lost 12 war- 
ships and 12 transports, with more than 
15,000 soldiers drowned. 

Since Pearl Harbor, American submarines 
have played havoc with Japanese naval and 
merchant vessels, and have perhaps traced 
the pattern by which Tokyo eventually will 
be defeated. Latest reports assert that 
United States submarines have taken an ag- 
gregate toll of 253 vessels sunk, probably 
sunk and damaged. Of these 58 were war- 
ships, including 10 cruisers and 32 destroy- 
ers. Jap losses of non-combatant craft to- 
taled 195, of which 121 were cargo ships, 
34 were tankers and 27 were transports. 


Japanese Losses in the Air 
5 Times as Great as American. 


Neither the Army nor the Navy has com- 
piled a summary of Japanese and American 
air losses. At Midway, it was estimated 
that 275 Jap planes were destroyed. The 
battle of Santa Cruz, last October, cost the 
enemy 156 planes. In fighting over the South 
Pacific, an unofficial calculation is that since 
July 31, 1942, American airmen have shot 
down 1414 enemy planes, at a price of about 
one-fifth that many losses, Air battles in 
the Solomons during the first two weeks of 
June cost the Japanese 146 planes and the 
Americans 26. On June’16 a Japanese 
armada of 120 planes attempted a foray 
against Henderson Field, on Guadalcanal. 
No less than 94 bombers and Zeros were 
destroyed, at an American price of six 
planes, and damage to one Liberty ship and 
one landing barge. 

In Pacific land operations, American ma- 
rines and infantry mastered Guadalcanal 
after six months of bloody combat; Ameri: 


‘cans and Australians occupied lower New 


Guinea, after the Japanese had pressed with. 
in 44 miles of the Allied base at Port 
Moresby; and American troops exterminated 
a Japanese garrison of-2000 on the island of 
Attu, at the tip of the Aleutians.

English Geographer Declares Russian-Siberian 


‘Heartland’ Is Not 


for the Germans Be- 


cause of Great Banks of Power Formed to 


East and West.

FTER nearly 40 years, 


WASHINGTON, June 26. 


Sir Halford J. Mackinder, the British 
geographer whose concept of a “Heartland” was appropriated by 
the Germans and Nazified into the pseudo-science of “geopoli- 


‘ties, " has re-examined his ideas and found them atill good; but the 


conclusion he reaches is the opposite of that which the German Gen. 
Karl Haushofer, himself a geographer, deduced from the concept and, 


through Rudolph Hess, got to the attention of Hitler. 


The opportunity for world mas- 
tery which Sir Halford wrote in 
1904 would go to the power con- 
trolling the “Heartland”—the great 
Russian-Siberian plain—is not for 
the Germans, The “Heartland” now 
“for the first time in history is 
manned by a garrison sufficient 
both in number and quality”; more- 
over, Germany has to reckon with 
the three elements in another geo- 
graphical concept, that of the 
“Midland Ocean,” or North Atlan- 
tic. These are “a bridgehead in 
France, a moated aerodrome in 
Britain, and a reserve of trained 
man power, agriculture and indus- 
tries in the Eastern United States 
and Canada.” 


More Valid Than Ever. 


Sir Halford, now 82 years old, 
sets out his ripened views in the 
July issue of the quarterly maga- 
zine, Foreign Affairs. The ques- 
tion has been asked, he _ says, 
whether the “Heartland” theory 
has lost any of its significance un- 
der the conditions of modern war, 
and he breaks a long silence to 
answer. 

Briefly, the answer is No. The 
concept today is “more valid and 
useful than it was either 20 or 40 
years ago.” 

Special interest attaches to the 
“balancing” concept which he ad- 
vances—that of an “embankment 
of power” to the west of Germany, 
comparable to the now  well- 
manned citadel to the east. Ger- 
many herself, he says, will solve 
the problem of her re-education if 
she is faced with an enduring cer- 
tainty that any war she fights 
must be a war on two “unshakable 
fronts.” 


‘Freedom Can’t Be Taught.’ 


“From Casablanca,” he writes, 
“there came ‘ately the call to de- 
stroy the ruling German philoso- 
phy. That can be done only by ir- 
rigating the German mind with the 
clean water of a rival philosophy. 
I assume that for, say, two years 
from the time the ‘cease fire’ order 
is given, the Allies will occupy Ber- 
lin, try the criminals, fix frontiers 
on the spot and complete other 
surgical treatment so that the old- 
er generation in Germany which 
will die impenitent and bitter can- 
not again misrepresent history to 
the younger generation. 


“But it would obviously be worse 
than useless to set alien teachers 
to work in Germany to inculcate 
the theory of freedom. Freedom 
cannot be taught; it can only be 
given to those who can use it. 
However, the polluted channel 
might be swept clear’ very 
effectively if it were controlled by 
strong embankments of power on 
either hand — land power to the 
east, in the Heartland, and sea 
power to the west, in the North 
Atlantic basin.” 

If Germany is thus to be con- 
trolled, Sir Halford continues, there 
must be effective and lasting co- 
operation among America, Britain 
and France, “the first for depth 
of defense, the second as the 
moated forward stronghold — a 
Malta on a grander scale—and the 
third as the defensible bridgehead. 
The last is no less essential than 
the other two, because sea power 
must in the final resort be am- 
phibious if it is to balance land 
power. In the second place, it is 
necessary that those three and the 
fourth conqueror, Russia, be 


pledged together to co-operate im- 
mediately if any breach of the 
peace is threatened, so that the 
devil in Germany can never again 
get its head up and must die by 
inanition.” 


The rise of air power has not 


changed Sir Halford’s belief in 
the importance of the “Heart- 
land.” 

“Some persons today,” he writes, 
“seem to dream of a global air 
power which will ‘liquidate’ both 
fleets and armies. I am impressed, 
however, by the broad implications 
of a recent utterance of a practi- 
cal airman: ‘Air power depends ab- 
solutely on the efficiency of its 
ground organization.’ . . . No ade- 
quate proof has yet been presented 
that air fighting will not follow 
the long history of all kinds of 
warfare by presenting alternations 
of offensive and defensive tactical 
superiority, meanwhile effecting 
few permanent changes in mse oi 
cal conditions.” 

Between the Yenisei River, flow- 
ing northward from the borders of 
Mongolia to the Arctic Ocean, and 
the Missouri River, lies the region 
which Sir Halford believes must be 
the “fulcrum” in lifting the world 
back to.prosperity. It is this re- 
gion, with its great trunk routes 
for merchant aircraft, which must 
be, he says, our first concern, 


Japan Must Wait. 


“Wisely,” he expounds his thesis, 
“the conquering of Japan waits 
for a while. In due course China 
will receive capital on a generous 
scale as a debt of honor, to helpin 
her romantic adventure of build- 
ing for a quarter of humanity, a 
new civilization, neither quite 
Eastern nor quite Western, Then 
the ordering of the Outer World 
will be relatively easy, with China, 
the United States and the United 
Kingdom leading the way, the last 
two each followed by its trail of a 
commonwealth of free nations—for 
though their histories will have 
been different the result will be 
similar.” 

Getting back to the “Heartland,” 
the foundation stone of his theory, 
Sir Halford describes it ag girdled 
by broad natural defenses — the 
Polar Sea, rugged Lenaland (his 
name for the forested country 
stretching eastward from the Yeni- 
sei River) and Central Asiatic 
mountain and arid tableland. It 
is true there is a break a thou- 
sand miles wide, “admitting from 
Peninsular Europe into the inte- 
rior plain through the broad isth- 
mus between the Baltic and Black 
seas,” but the sheer width of this 
gateway is an advantage to the 
defenders of the “Heartland,” for 
it gives opportunity to defeat the 
enemy by compelling him to dis- 
perse his man power. “And upon 
and beneath the “Heartland,” he 
adds, “there is a store of rich soil 
for cultivation and of ores and 
fuels for extraction, the equal—or 
thereabouts—of all that lies upon 
and beneath the United States and 
the Canadian Dominion.” 


Cleansing Philosophy. 

Between the “unbreachable em- 
bankments of power” now building 
on Germany’s flanks, Sir Halford 
repeats, will run the current of a 
“cleansing counter-philosophy” that 
may sweep the German mind clear 
of its black magic.” 

“Surely,” he writes, “no one is 
goin, to be mad enough to set for- 
eign teachers to exorcise the evil 
spirits from the soul of the con- 
quered German nation. Nor, after 
the first inevitable punitory years, 
do I have sufficient trust that the 
conquering democracies will main- 
tain garrisons of the necessary 
spirit and number stationed in 
the vanquished lands; f-r there is 
no use in asking democrats to per- 
sist in an attitude contrary to the 
very spirit and essence of democ- 
racy. 

“The cleansing stream might bet-

Hurd, wrote in an eye-witness account of the ghastly 
spectacle. 

A Coroner’s inquest and a board of military in- 
quiry accomplished nothing. The St. Clair County 
grand jury went into action and, while it indicted , 
105 persons, of whom 34, of both races, were con- 
victed, it was concerned entirely with the immediate 
facts about the riot. Not until the arrival of a con- 
gressional committee, headed by Representative Ben 
Johnson of Kentucky, was a start made in digging 
out the root causeg of the trouble. 

The committee's sessions lasted a month, and were 
open to the public. Leaders of both races, public 
officials, newspaper men and others testified. The 
late Paul Y. Anderson, then East St. Louis reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch, was in the witness chair for 
almost a week, and later was thanked in the com- 
mittee’s report for “an invaluable public service, 
generously rendered,” despite “daily risk of assassi- 
nation,” Perhaps a similar inquiry in Detroit now 
would disclose another courageous newspaper man 
with a mine of information at his disposal. 

When the 1917 committee summed up its findings, 
the result was a searching document that plumbed 
to the very bottom, and for years back, the political, 
economic and sociological facts about East St. Louis 
and its troubled race relations. It was a sizzling 
document, unsparing in its apportionment of guilt, 
that could be studied with profit by a set of inves- 
tigators in 1943. 

Political corruption that tolerated lawlessness, cor- 
porate greed that imported cheap Negro labor, 
squalid housing, inadequate police protection, poor 
militia leadership—all these were analyzed for their 
part in bringing about a bloody climax in “scenes

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What were the causes at the bottom of last week’s 
race riots in Detroit, where murder and assault, 
arson and pillage rolled up a total of 31 dead, 700 
injured and huge property loss? 

Detroit authorities are taking prompt ac‘ion to 
punish the guilty among the hundreds of persons, 
white and Negro, arrested in the course of the racial 
war that raged unchecked on the city’s streets until 
Federal troops established order. 

The facts about the two-day outbreak of savagery 
are difficult enough to establish, but it is an even 
greater task to determine the basic reasons for 
this inter-racial conflict. Consider the variety of 
theories already offered in explanation: 

The influx of Southern Negroes and whites into 
Detroit. The Ku Klux Klan. A fifth-column con- 
spiracy. Nation-wide racial tension. Isolationist 
and appeasement organizations. “Lawlessness,” ac- 
cording to Representative Hoffman of Michigan, 
resulting from the sit-down strikes staged by John 
L. Lewis and the CIO. The work of the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Committee “in attempting to mix 
races,” according to Representative Rankin of Mis- 
sissippi. Rumors. Teen-age gangs. “Negro cocki- 
ness.” Japanese agents (theory of Representative 
Dies). Overcrowding of workers’ living quarters. 
“Internal disorganization” (version of the Nazi-con- 
trolled Vichy radio). 

It would be important enough to determine the 
actual cause or causes if Detroit alone were con- 
cerned. However, the entire country has a stake in 
finding out what was responsible for this violent 
chapter in race relations, and in applying the proper 
remedies. 


Controlling Floods at Their Source. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Mississippi Valley Association on 
flood control will meet at Hotel 
_ Statler tomorrow. 

Gen. Eugene Reybold, chief of the 
Army Engineers, Senator Bennett Clark, 
member of the Senate Subcommittee on 
Fiood Control, and Will M. Whittington, 


Mississippi Congressman, who is the 
chairman of the Flood Control Commit- 
tee, will attend the meeting. 

This is a vital meeting for the State 
of Missouri. We want to do everything 
possible to have flood control consistent 
with our natural out-of-door resources 
which also must be conserved—this 
means our beautiful streams, Current 
River, White River, Gasconade River, 
etc. 

There is a great deal to be said in 
behalf of wildlife in connection with 
flood control, If the land-use practices 
which the Conservation Commission ad- 
vocates—in which we are co-operating 
with the landowners and all land-use 
agencies—are followed, a great portion 
of the runoff of water will be avoided 
and erosion will be controlled and silta- 
tion of the streams will be prevented. 
Thus floods will be checked at the 
source and the habitats of game and fish 
will benefit. Among other things, those 
practices consist of reforestation, terrac- 
ing, contour planting and _ refraining 
from over-cultivation of the soil. 

However, there is no question that 
flood conditions like those which we re- 
cently experienced require some kind of 
supplementary treatment since soi] man- 
agement will not do the entire job. It 
has been suggested that that treatment 
consist of small check-dams in the 
watersheds (with pools), somewhat 
larger dams on the tributaries and atill 
larger dams on the major streams. 

This is one plan of flood control which 
has worked far better than all others 
where it has been established in areas 
within small watersheds. If it will work 
on small streams, it will work on large 
ones. When the smaller streams are 
controlled, the larger ones will be con- 
trolled. One hundred per cent tribu- 
tary control means river control. 

This is the Federation's recommended 
plan of flood control. It will aid flood 
control. It is simple: 

1. Small check dams for upstream, 
with pools. 

2. Reforestation. 

3. Soil-erosion. control through: 

a. Strip cropping. 
b. Terracing. 
ec. Contour-farming. 

Ably demonstrated by the Forestry 
Service and the Soil Conservation Service 
are items 2 and 3 respectively. Flood 
control must start at its source.

Role of Detroit Police in Race Riots, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE Detroit race riot is over and we 
have another example qf America’s 
“mockery of democracy.” Is this the 
type of thing for which we are asked 
to make sacrifices? 

The first Associated Press reports of 
those killed revealed that only three 
whites suffered death while 20 Negroes 
were listed among: the dead. Of the lat- 
ter, 13 were admittedly shot by the po- 
lice. It is difficult to comprehend why 
the police shot to kill when the rioters 
could have been disabled by less drastic 
means. From the newspaper accounts 
it is apperent that the police found the 
jlatter method effective in regard to the 
non-Negro trouble-makers-—-not one 
white person was killed by officers of 
the law. : 

The majority of the 1300 arrested (85 
per cent, according to reports) were Ne- 
gro, although property damage was 
largely confined to the Negro section, 
Is it possible that the police were there 
to see that the whites won, rather than 
to stop the disturbance? 

Coincidentally, in the Los Angeles zoot- 
suit riots the police appear to have been 
on the side of the members of the armed 
forces attacking the zoot-suiters, and the 
majority of those arrested were Mexi- 
cans and Negroes, It is supposed to be 
the duty of the police to quell a public 
disturbance without prolonging it by 
taking sides.

Representative Dies has announced that his Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities will investigate the 
Detroit outbreak. Not only by his fantastic theory 
of Japanese agents, but also by his committee's whole 
past record of fumbling, malice and incompetence, 
Dies has proved his unfitness to conduct an inquiry 
that will bring out the whole truth, 

What is needed for this tremendously important 
duty is an able, intelligent and unbiased congression- 
al committee. A demonstration of what such a com- 
mittee can accomplish was recorded in this area 26 
years ago, in World War JI, when a racial outbreak 
occurred in East St. Louis bearing many points of 
resemblance to the recent Detroit riots. 

At least 39 Negroes and eight white persons (the 
number was never exactly determined) were killed 
in the two days of race war in July, 1917, in East 
St. Louis. The mob burned blocks of Negro dwel- 
lings, and their inmates roasted in the flames or 
were shot as they fled for safety. Lyncherg roved 
the downtown streets and stoned, beat, shot or 
hanged every Negro they saw. “A black skin was a 
death warrant,” a Post-Dispatch reporter, Carlos F.

Whether or not such conclusions as these can be 
reached about Detroit, an all-out inquiry by a con- 
gressional committee is an imperative need. 
essential to punish the guilty, and it is also essen- 
tial to find out what social pressures and human 
agencies were responsible for last week's reversion 
to brutality. Only an impartial, outside commission, 
with no stake in local issues, capable of functioning 
with absolute freedom and in public, can learn the 
whole truth about the Detroit outbreak. 

There have been other racial clashes, less only 
in degree, in recent weeks in Beaumont, Los Angeles, 
Newark and Mobile. What is the explanation for 
this feeling that bursts into savagery at slight pro- 
vocation over the country? How can its causes be 
removed, and the danger of other outbreaks be 
eliminated? 

Unity is the crying need of America's home front. 
No worse kind of disunity can be conceived than 
that along racial lines. Nor can any worse example 
be conceived for our allies, who include many dark- 
skinned peoples, nor for the nations whose allegiance 
to the United Nations we hope to win. 

America must Jearn the full causes of its racial 
conflicts, and then it must face them courageously, 
in the cause of justice, unity and victory for de- 
mocracy in this greatest of wars.

The City and the 


Alderman Weinbrenner raised an old issue last 
Friday when he proposed the appointment of a com- 
mittee to draw up a plan for city-county consolida- 
tion. But it is a problem which is bound to become 
more and more pressing, and one whose early solu- 
tion will pay big dividends. 

Nobody will seriously argue that St. Louis and 
a considerable part of the county—the more populous 
suburbs like Clayton, Webster Groves, University 
City, ete.—are not part and parcel of a single eco- 
nomic unit. To borrow the old Brooklyn-New -York 
analogy, the county is the city’s bedroom. The 
suburbs simply would not and could not exist with- 
out the city. 

In most cases, the division between them is a 
purely arbitrary one. A visitor crossing Skinker 
boulevard would never realize that he had gone from 
ohe community into another unless somebody told 
him so. Therefore, it can be argued that a duplica- 
tion of local governments actually is a waste of en- 
ergy and money, 

In some cases, these duplicate adminstrations ex- 
ist simply because they had to be created when 
St. Louis overflowed its hard-and-fast boundaries. 
In other cases, of course, the suburbs are expanded 
villages, just about as old as St. Louis, which drew 
on the city for their growth and then coalesced 
with its population mass, 

In both cases, a degree of community pride has 
developed and, as a general rule, the people of 
the suburbs are opposed to “annexation,” At one 
time, economic motives bolstered this sentimental 
individualism, Suburbanites did not want to pay city 
tax rates. But by now, most of them must have 
learned that the smaller unit cannot supply public 
services as cheaply as the larger. 

Those who fled high city taxes are now paying 
high suburban taxes. Furthermore, in the prices 
charged by city merchants, in the higher taxes they 
must pay on their commercial and industrial prop- 
erties in the city and in an increasing number 
of other forms, the people of the suburbs are as- 
suming a share of the city’s expenses. If “taxation” 
is inevitable, why not a little representation? 

Efforts in this direction were made, notably in 
1924, in 1926 and in 1930, and were defeated by

the county voters. But today there is a far more 
general awareness of what blight is doing to St. 
Louls. There is an awareness, too, that the seeds 
of blight have already been planted in the county, 
and that the disease can be checked only by intel- 
ligent over-all planning. 

A measure of consolidation is an absolute neces- 
sity if, in the yearg following the war, the entire 
St. Louls community is to take advantage of a won- 
derful opportunity to refashion itself into one of 
the most livable, one of the most efficient and one 
of the most beautiful metropolitan areas in the 
world, The possibilities of this are so real that it 
makes one shudder to think that the opportunity 
may be missed, that lack of imagination may sur- 
render the field to ever-spreading decay, 

Annexation is not the only solution to the problem. 
Boston, where 300-year-old suburban communities 
with well-intrenched political interests would never 
submit to annexation, has achieved an answer of 
sorts in the creation of the Metropolitan District 
which looks after such general regional matters as 
water supply, street-building, river pollution, polic- 


| ing and the like. 


It just became impossible to keep up the pretense 
that more than 60 closely linked communities—the 
largest with a population of only about 800,000— 
did not comprise a great metropolis with millions of 
inhabitants. The postoffice long ago lumped them 
all together, So did the utilities. Business ignored 
city limits, And, in the end government, too, had to 
recognize—to some extent, at least—the facts of life. 

Eventually St, Louis will have to solve the same 
problem, The straitjacket of the city limits will 
have to give way to something more sensible. The 
danger is that the solution may be put off for gen- 
erations and generations ag it was in Boston, The 
St. Louis problem is still relatively simple. The 
solution ought to be worked out while great things 
can still be built on it. 

Since this is a matter for the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, it is to be most devoutly hoped that not only the 
Board of Aldermen, but also all the county units, 
will study the problem in a co-operative spirit. Too 
much is at stake to allow the opportunity to go by 
default.

Jolt to a St. Louis County Inquiry

Dismissal of technical embezzlement charges in Lindbergh Bridge 
case deprives citizens of a chance to get facts about notorious deal, 
says county editor; ruling nullifies arduous efforts of grand jury 
which issued “call to arms’; “time for the public to wake up,”

HE principle of an open hearing on 
T the closed deals of the Lindbergh 

Bridge was stabbed in the back with a 
legal technicality last Monday. 


The stabbing, so legal that it hurts, was 
done by Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus 
and Circult Judge Amandus Brackman, in 
rulings sustaining pleas in abatement on in- 
dictments of technical embezzlement against 
Presiding Judge Henry L, Mueller of the 
County Court, Associate Judge Henry W, 
J. Rott and Clifford Corneli, former Pre- 
siding Judge. 

The Circuit Judges ruled the indictments 
did not “come within the precepts of judi- 
cial conduct as determined by our courts”; 
that Circuit Judge Peter T. Barrett’s charge 
to the grand jury which returned the in- 
dictments “was highly prejudicial and con- 
stitutes an abuse of judicial discretion,” 
and that Judge Barrett's statements to the 
grand jury were of such nature as to “in- 
cite, arouse and inflame the minds of the 
grand jurors” preventing free and un- 
biased consideration of the case. 


Barrier to Getting Facts. 


By their action, Judges Witthaus and 
Brackman have prevented the public from 
gaining open and legal knowledge of at 
least some of the details of the notorious 
Lindbergh Bridge mess. 

It ig a subject which has been aired in 
the court of public opinion for almost three 
years. It has commanded the attention of 
at least three grand juries, one of which 
scathingly denounced the entire transac- 
tion ag “stupid and wasteful extravagance” 
on the part of the County Judges, even 
though it failed to return indictments, and 
another of which returned two indictments. 


Those indictments, returned by the Sep- 
tember, 1942, grand jury, charged Mueller, 
Rott and Corneli with technical embezzle- 
ment for payment of $19,500 to Attorneys 
Warren Fiynn and Fred A, Gossom and 
payment of $45,000 to the bond brokerage 
houses of Bitting, Jones & Co, of St. Louis 
and G. H. Walker & Co., of New York, from 
funds of the Lindbergh Bridge. 


While the decision of Judges Witthaus 
and Brackman is without doubt or question 
entirely legal, the fact remains that it is 
only the opinion of individuals, however 
clothed in legal authority. When they de- 
clare a belief that Judge Barrett acted 
wrongfully, it can be countered by saying 
that Judge Barrett, while sitting in identi- 
cal judicial capacity, held a belief that he 
was acting (to use Judges Witthaus and 
Brackman’s own words) “within the pre- 
cepts of judicial conduct as determined by 
our courts.” 


Inquiry by Grand Jury. 


The principal difference is that Judges 
Witthaus and Brackman, by virtue of their 
rebuttal status, were in position to say 
that Judge Barrett was wrong, and arbi- 
trarily rule him out, thus nullifying the 
aggressive investigation he commanded, 
and setting aside the arduous efforts of 
the 12 men of the grand jury who inter- 
viewed an untold number of witnesses and 
spent uncounted hours in a two-month in- 
quiry into the financial mess. 


If it is said that Judge Barrett exred on 
the side of enthusiasm in his desire for a 
sweeping inquiry, it equally can be said that 
Judges Witthaus and Brackman split legal- 
istic hairs to throw out of court charges 
that should have a complete and thorough 


| 


public airing. The best interests of justice, 
and the law itself, are served, not by strict 
interpretations of technicalities, but by full 
and free trial of the facts involved. 


The decision of Judges Witthaus and 
Brackman, aside from “ridiculing” ‘udge 
Barrett's conception of his duties as a Cir- 
cuit Judge, stigmatizes the members of the 
grand jury which returned the Indictments

bodies of its kind in St. Louis County in 
years, 

The decision in effect characterizes the 


members of that grand jury as irresponsi- | 


ble children, swayed and influenced by the 
court’s instructions, failing to recognize 
them as responsible citizens with mature 
minds who came to final decision on the 
indictments from testimony given by wit- 
nesses under grand jury oath. 

The decision, too, sinks without a trace 
the vibrant “call to arms” issued by that 
grand jury in its final report-—a call to the 
public to demand better government in 
St. Louis County, cleaner politica and elim- 
ination of corrupt and questionable prac- 
tices in public life.

A Poet Sings of All America 
To Tell What We Fight For 


“Primer for America,” by Robert P. Tristram Cet 
fin. (Macmillan Ce., New York.) 
ERE is a Pulitzer Prize-winning poet's 
vigorous answer to the question of what 
we are fighting for.

Must Have Islands. 


If 
_™make the most of their mastery 
of the southern shore of the Medi- 
terranean and eventually invade 
the southern part of Europe with 
minimum losses, they must expel 
the enemy from all-of the islands 
of the Mediterranean which af- 
ford him bases for harassing the 
movements of our ships and 
planes. 

Before we can successfully in- 
vade the continent we should be 
in undisputed possession of Crete, 
the Dodecanese and other islands 
of the eastern Mediterranean as 
weil as of Sicily, Sardinia and the 
lower extremity cf Italy. 

This must be as obvious to the 
Axis as it is to lay students of 
the war im this country. That is 
why the Axis appears to be evacu- 
ating such islands as are least 
likely to successfully resist United 
Nations attacks and presumably 
is strengthening its defenses of 
such formidable outposts as Crete, 
Rhodes and Mytilene. 

That is why American-British 
air forces apparently are begin- 
hing to soften up Axis positions 
in the eastern Mediterranean as 
well as intensify the attacks on 
Sardinia, Sicily and Southern 
Italy which presumably §fore- 
shadow attempts to occupy them 
as Pantelleria recently was oc- 
cupied. 


Were Once Turkish. 


If the Dodecanese and other is- 
lands of the Aegean prove to be as 
far up on the United Nations 
agenda as is here assumed, the 
war will be brought right up to 
Turkey's doorstep. Castelrosso is 
within spitting distance of the 
Turkish shore and many of the 
other Aegean islands which we pre- 
sumably will wish to occupy are 
not very far from Turkey, 

For 400 years prior to 1912 
(when victorious Italy took them 
from Turkey) these islands were 
the cherished possessions of Tur- 
key. Will Turkey be content to 
see these nearby islands fought for 
and won by British, American, 
French, Greek and other United 
Nations forces without any Turk- 
ish participation” 

Despite centuries of Turkish and 
three decades of Italian rule, the 
populations of these islands re- 
main predominantly Greek in ori- 
gin and language. Greece has 
striven 
restored to the land of their fa- 
thers. Shortly after World War I 
a resolution of the United States 
Senate recommended that the Do- 
decanese be placed under Greek 
rule. The present Greek Govern- 
ment loses no opportunity to press 
its claims on the American and 
British governments. 


Would Help Allies. 


If Turkey remains neutral it will 
have a poor claim to the Dodeca- 
nese. If Turkey becomes a bel- 
ligerent before the Dodecanese are 
recovered from the Axis it can 
perhaps bargain with the Allies 
about the future control of those 
islands, although there will be con- 
siderable popular support for the 
Greek claim in view of Greece's 
valiant resistance to the Axis. 

On the other hand, supporters 
of Turkey's claims argue, the en- 
try of Turkey into the war on 
our side in the relatively near fu- 
ture may shorten the war by 
many months if not‘by a year 
and certainly will save many lives 
by enabling our forces to attack 
the Axis from the most advan- 
tageous bases and where it is 
most vulnerable.

Could Facilitate Juncture. 

If Turkey came into the war it 
would be much easier for the 
American and British armies to 
form a juncture with the Russian 
armies in the southeast than is 
possible while Turkey remains a 
/neutral, 

It is obvious that the final de 
feat of the Axis would be greatly 
hastened if we could form such a 
juncture at both the northern and 
southern ends of Europe with our 
Russian allies. Then we should 
have a powerful and ultimately 
irresistible nutcracker around the 
body of the Axis, 

To form the northern juncture 
it would be necessary to get con- 
trol of the very northern part of 
Norway. 

If the United Nations could suc- 
ceed in expelling the Axis from 
the airdomes and submarine bases 
in northernmost Norway, the con- 
voys to Russia would encounter 
far less costly opposition than they 
now experience and the armed 
forces of Great Britain-and the 
United States could join with those 
of Russia in pushing the enemy 
‘southward while other American- 
British - French + Turkish - Russian 
forces were pushing the enemy 
northward and eastward, 

All the while the air forces of 
_ the United States and Britain op- 
erating out of the United Kingdom, 
|Africa and, we hope, soon from 
‘Sicily, Sardinia, Crete and other 
Mediterranean positions would con- 
tinue their destruction of the Axis 
capacity to wage war and their 
undermining of the morale of the 
Axis peoples. 


Will Take Long Time. 

The layman who has not famil- 
jarized himself with the time and 
effort required to accomplish a 
single limited task in 1943 style 
warfare is prone to assume that 
such operations as are here specu- 
latively discussed can be per- 
formed in a very short time and 
to press for the larger and more 
spectacular undertaking of an in- 
vasion of the main Axis positions 
on the continent of Europe. 

Prolonged discussions with ob- 
servers just returned from African 
and other war theaters have im- 
pressed the writer more keenly 
with the tasks )et to be performed 
before the American and British 
forces will be ready to land on the 
continent and start the long, hard 
march to Berlin, 

If invasion of continental

Russian Pressure. 

If we concentrate on the islands | 
of the Mediterranean and pos- 
sibly northern Norway during the 
rest of the summer the Russians 
‘may again grow critical.

There was more than a hint of 
revived Russian pressure in the

“victory is impossible. The present 
situation depends on the manner 
in which the Allies will be able 
to exploit their present advantages. 
Postponement of the’ opening of 
a second front in Europe would 
cause serious setbacks to our 
common cause.” 

Agreed. But opening of the sort 
of a second front favored by the 
Russians before we have sufficient 
strength and the necessary jump- 
ing off points might cause the 
attemped invasion to fail initially 
and certainly would heighten ap- 
pallingly the casualties which un- 
der the most favorable circum- 
stances will be heavy. 


Reasons for Delay. 

Such considerations should be 
borne in mind if our forces do not 
attempt to invade the continent as 
promptly as might have been ex- 
pected.. The initial delay may 
prove to have expedited the ulti- 
mate victory as well as saved 
hundreds of thousands of lives. 

In the meantime the ability of 
the enemy to resist when we do in- 
vade is being steadily curtailed by 
destruction of his war industries 
and communications, by our suc- 
cesses against the U-boats and by 
our constantly growing superiority 
in trained forces, naval and air 
strength, shipping and general 
productive capacity.

LONDON, June 26. 
VIDENCE that a German ship 
FE carried soldiers, ammunition 
and gasoline under the guise 
of the Red Cross has reached 
Stockholm from three eyewitnesses 
to the vessel's torpedoing off 
Trondheim, Norway, on June 10. 

With a large Red Cross symbol 
painted on its side, the Nazi ship, 
the Birka, actually was trying to 
smuggle through important war 
cargo to either Lieut Gen, Eduard 
Dietl’s army in North Finland or 
to German naval bases at Narvik 
and the Kirkenes in Northern Nor- 
way, according to three Norwegian 
refugees quoted by its Stockholm 
correspondent, Ossian Goulding, 
in today’s London Daily Telegraph. 
They saw the submarine attack 
on the Birka which blew up the 
vessel and tossed the wreckage 
hundreds of feet in the air. 

On the decks which had been 
empty before the explosion hun- 
dreds of fully equipped soldiers 
suddenly appeared.

But even this number has proved 
insufficient against the American 
Flying Fortresses which the Nazis 
are wary of attacking even when 
they are not escorted. 

Flak Fails to Measure. 

Next to fighters, the Nazis place 
their hopes—or rather did—in their 
“flak towers.” Virtually every Ger- 
man town threatened by bombing 
has its protective flak tower—a 
massive concrete construction some 
160 feet tall and 160 feet broad, 
manned by a garrison 200 strong. 
On the upper platforms of these 
towers are powerful antiaircraft 
guns. The ground floors serve as 
air raid shelters for civilians.

Not even a pretense has been 
made, according to the same ex- 
pert, at getting factual answers to 
many basic questions. Nobody 
knows what the maximum effi- 
ciency of the national plant could 
be if full capacity of machines 
and man-hours were utilized. No- 
body knows what proportion of 
the output of factories, farms and 
mines’ can be made available to 
civilians. The country’s man power 
has never been mobilized, and no- 
body knows when, where and how 
it could be employed with greatest 
effect. 

Food May Be “Major Tragedy.” 

The problem of food, in which 
Administrator Chester C. Davis 
himself beholds possibilities of a 
“major tragedy,” was neglected 
and afterward manhandled. Be- 
tween August, 1939, and May of 
this year retail] food costs rose 
52.9 per cent, according to the 
Department of Labor, as against 
an increase of 26.9 in the general 
cost of living. Like gasoline, fuel

There is reason to deduce 
that the Bureau of the Budget dif- 
fers from both the Treasury and 
Federal Reserve in holding that a 
large proportion of savings should 
be placed inside rather than out- 
side the gap, and that its estimate 
of the inflationary margin is 40 
billions of dollars. 

That the Budget Bureau may be 
right is indicated by an alarming 
statement in a Department of 
Commerce review, published June 
18. It declared*that civilian ex- 
penditures for goods and services 
during the first quarter of 1943 
were at an annual rate of 90 bil- 
lions. Corresponding figures in 
1941 and 1942 were 76 and 82 bil- 
lions, respectively. It appeared 
that the American people, on @ 
nationwide scale, were engaged in 
a vast movement for converting 
past and current savings into 
tangible possessions. So far, the 
principal check on this buying 
spree is the progressive exhaus- 
tion of consumer inventories. 


The review added that during 
the same three months total in- 
come payments to individuals 
were at the rate of 140 billions a 
year; that corporate profits after 
taxes would probably aggregate 
eight billions in 1943, a rise of 18 
per cent over 1942; and that busi- 
ness failures were the lowest for 
any period on record. The Federal 
Reserve Bulletin for June con- 
tributed the fact that at the end 
of April the American people had 
currency in circulation to the hair- 
raising total of 162-3 billions of 
dollars, embracing pocket money, 
business till money and vault cash 
in banks. This all-time high was 
40 per cent above the figure for 
1942 and was double that for 1940, 

Farm Wages At Record High. 

On June 1, according to a re 
port of the Department of Agri- 
culture, farm wage rates attained 
the highest level on record, The 
increase in one year was nearly 
50 per cent in the Pacific states, 
35 per cent in the Southern states 
and 25 per cent in New England, 
the Middle Atlantic and East 
North Central states. The over- 
all rise was 37 per cent. Taking 
the period 1910-1914 as standard, 
with a rating of 100, the Depart- 
ment revealed that the index was 
183 on June 1, 1942 and 251 on 
June 1, 1943. During the same 12 
months, employment of hired farm 
workers declined about 5 per cent 
from that of the period 1937-41.

To point this up came uwuncon- 
firmed reports from Norwegian 
sources in Sweden that six German 
submarine crews mutinied recent- 
ly in a port of northern Norway 
and refused to put to sea. This 
conforms so closely to the picture 
of the submarine service on the 
eve of the 1918 collapse that it 
should be taken with caution. But 
certainly the time is close when 
U-boat crews will be putting to 
sea with little hope of return. It 
was this situation in 1918 that 
broke the discipline of the German 
Navy and led to the collapse of the 
Kaiser’s empire.

WASHINGTON, June 26. 
HE American people stand in 
1 danger of becoming lintless and 
less able to do good work in 
the war months ahead, Govern- 


ment nutritionists warn, unless in- © 


telligent thought is given to diet. 

Watching the diet, they point 
out, doesn’t just mean avoiding 
those foods which add pounds to 
the plump and subtract pounds 
from the thin. 

It means eating the things you 
can get which contain the same 
energy-giving vitamins as_ the 
things which you may not be able 
to get. 

Despite increasing shortages of 
certain popular foods, such as 
meat, potatoes and butter, there 
are many available foods such as 
soybeans, cereals and eggs that 
contain the same vital elements. 

The point is that these are foods 
containing the vitamins of the “B” 
complex which help to maintain 
energy and thereby help prevent 
what might be termed “invglun- 
tary laziness.” 


“Carefully conducted studies — 
surveys have shown that many o 
us are eating foods which fail to 
provide adequate amounts of cer- 
tain materials necessary for good 
nutrition,” declare Senior Surgeon 
W. H, Sebrell and Dr. Walter Wil- 
kins of the U. 8S. Public Health 
Service in “Public Health Reports.” 


“This was true,” they say, “even 
before the war when our food sup- 
plies were normal, 


‘Nutrition specialists who have 
watched workers’ select their 
lunches in cafeteria lines report 
that not more than half of them 
choose good lunches, even when 
foods needed to provide good 
lunches are on the counters. 


“The effect of such inadequate 
diets upon the civilian worker, 
upon his ability to do his part in 
the war effort, must be of serious 
concern to us now. 

“A recent study at the Harvard 
Fatigue Laboratory showed that 
10 men subjected to hard physical 
work on a diet deficient in parts 
of the vitamin B complex, notably 
in thiamin, showed a marked de- 
terioration in their physical fitness 
in one week, and a majority de- 
veloped symptoms of muscle and 
joint pains, poor appetite and con- 
stipation.” 


In view of wartime shortages of 
certain foods, knowledge of food 
values and better food habits are 
doubly important, the doctors say. 

Certain important nutrients now 
are being added to white flour and 
bread, 


“This important development is 
only one way in which efforts are 
being made to improve our food 
supply,” the doctors assert. “Some 
other special foods that are also 
of importance are vitamin A forti- 
fied oleomargarine, iodized salt 
(which should be used universally) 
and vitamin D milk for children. 


“For too long we have judged 
our state of nutrition by the full- 
ness of our stomachs and by the 
amount of fat we have stored 
away, instead of by health, physi- 
cal fitness and well-being.” 

Nutrition and food conservation 
experts have been preaching for 
months now that there will have

People will have to get used to 
eating more cereals and vegetables, 
and eating less meat. They will 
have to begin to think of eggs 
and cheese and peanut prepara- 
tions as meat dishes, They will 
have to eat less popular foods. 


Housewives will have to spend 
much more thought on the food 
they give to their families—and 
health officials say the result will 
be that as a nation, Americans 
really will be better fed than ever. 

This is the food horizon as the 
food distribution administration 
sees it: 

The present prospect is that we 
will have enough meat on hand to 
assure everyone two pounds a 
week, at home and in restaurants. 

Soy flour wiJl be on the mar- 
ket nationally by October and the 
protein in one pound of this flour 
is equal to that in three pounds 
of meat, 

Other foods we will have to eat 
to piece out our meat allotments 
include dried beans, skimmed 
milk, ,eggs, cheese, peanuts and 
other nuts. 

There will be “enough” chickens 
and turkeys. The production of 


chickens this year is expected to 
be about 30 per cent over 1942, 
and 58 per cent over pre-war days. 
Turkey production is estimated at 
3 per cent over last year. The 
FDA hastens to remind the na- 
tion, however, that the consump- 
tion has been increasingly greater 
too,

HE FDA says hens are going to 
Toy more than five billion dozen 

eggs this year, that one egg out 
of four is going to war for the 
armed forces and our Allies, leav- 
ing a civilian supply of 288 eggs 
per person per year. But, again 
warns the FDA, we're eating more 
eggs than we've ever eaten before, 
and we may have to slow down.

There will be enough citrus 
fruits and canned fruit juices, ap- 
ples and pears. All citrus fruits, 
so far as transportation is con- 
cerned, will get priority rating. 

There will be enough carrots, 
snap beans and green peas. 

There will be less fish,, butter, 
canned and dried fruits, canned 
vegetables and sugar. 

But Roy F. Hendrickson, food 
distribution director of the War 


Food Administration, says the na- 
tion will have “ample food to 
maintain a high level of health 
and productivity.” 

Nutritionists say that even men 
in the heavy industries don’t need 
more than one and a half pounds 
of red meat a week, so that the 
two pounds supplemented with 
fish and poultry ought to be suffi- 
cient ... while these products 
hold out. 

Soy flour and cereals are con- 
sidered a possible solution as the 
food situation gets tighter. Soy 
flour, especially. It is very similar 
to meat, nutritionally speaking. 

Manufacture of soy flour is in- 
creasing at a tremendous rate. 

Most of the soy products have 
gone into lend-lease foods—as a 
component in highly concentrated 
dried soups, concentrated meat 
and cereal products. 

American-made soya sausage is 
popular in England. A liver pate 
with a soy content is being bought 
by the Red Cross for the French. 
The Russians are fond of the soy- 
supplemented meat product called 
Tushonka made here.

Soe is a good time to lose weight. During this season 


we are more active and most of us have more time to give 
to the business of reducing. In summer we eat less and our 
diets tend to contain less fattening foods, as a rule. We don’t 
need as much heat-producing food 
in warm weather as in cold, and 
we can afford to get rid of the 
extra fat that helped us keep warm 
in winter. 

Another reason for summer- 
time reducing is that at this sea- 
son the figure is in plain sight of 
everyone, in street clothes as well 
as in beach attire — and catty 
friends will start saying “You're

laxatives and pills. In summer there are many opportunities 

for outdoor exercise, too. Exercise helps burn up fat in the 

body and thus aids in reducing. It has extra value in improving 

the health, toning up weak muscles and giving added shapeliness 
to the figure. 

Now, the diet. It’s easier to diet in summer, for you don't 
get so hungry for those heavy fattening meals as you do in 
colder weather, Salads and vegetables, milk and fruits are the 
order of the day. 

Here is a sample reducing diet, planned for summer; vary 
this diet from day to day by changing the fruits, vegetables, 
salads and meats. For those who came in late, here are the 
rules: All salads should be without mayonnaise or olive oil but 
may contain vinegar or mineral oil. Vegetables are not to be 
creamed, and not cooked with butter or fat. Meat should be 
lean, and without gravy. 

Breakfast—Orange or half grapefruit, without sugar; whole 
wheat cereal, with milk and one-half teaspoon sugar; thin slice 
whole wheat toast with one pat butter; coffee with milk, one- 
half teaspoon sugar, 

Lunch—Lettuce, tomato and hard-boiled egg salad, or veg- 
etable, place with hard-boiled egg; one slice whole wheat bread 
with one-half pat of butter; one apple; one glass of milk. 

Dinner—Tomato juice; lean meat: roast beef, steak, lamb 
chop, liver, chicken or fish; two vegetables: spinach, broccoli, 
kale or beet tops, and carrots or cauliflower, or peas, string 
beans, asparagus; one-half pat of butter over vegetables; milk, 
or tea or coffee with milk, no sugar; fresh fruit: grapefruit, 
apple, orange, pear, peach. 
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@ A HEALTH and beauty Se, busy girls should include 
these 10 “do's.” They are not too hard on the will power and 
they will pay dividends in good looks and well-being. 

1. Get some outdoor exercise every day—a long walk or a 
sport or game. 

2. Do a few exercises every day, to take care of figure 
faults such as a soft-muscled waistline, a weak-muscled abdo- 
men. 

3. Go on that reducing diet if you need It, 

4. Make sure that the daily meals include these foods: 
One egg, one pint of milk; two pats of butter (you'll have to 
make the pats not too generous if you're dieting); whole grain 
cereal, whole wheat or enriched bread; one green leafy vege- 
table, such as spinach, and one other green or yellow vegetable; 
fresh, raw fruits; orange juice. 

5. Keep your skin scrupulously clean by using mild soap 
and water, washing the face one or more times a day depend- 
ing on the oiliness. 

6. Brush the hair thoroughly every day. 

7. Use a perspiration checking preparation frequently as 
needed, and a deodorant every day. 

8. Brush the gums as well as the teeth. Have a dental 
examination twice a year, 

9. Be cheerful and even-tempered. 

10. Improve the general health habits, get plenty of fresh 
air, rest and sleep; drink at least six glasses of water daily.

ITH thanks as well as apologies to the several Warrant 
W citicers—in the Army and Navy, both—who have called 

my attention the misinformation given in the rank lists 
in the war supplement to my book Etiquette. I am quoting the 

official bulletin (printed later than 
my own material) sent me this 
week by a Chief Warrant Officer 
of the U. S. Army, which reads: 
“The War Department announced 
on Nov. 7, 1942, a change in status 
of warrant officers and flight of- 
ficers who occupy these important 
grades. Prior to that date, they 
were considered neither as commis- 
sioned officers nor as enlisted men, 
and their status provided many em- 
barrassing situations. 
fae Se “Chief warrant officers and war- 
eee eT rant officers (junior grade) rank in 
EMILY PO that order and immediately below 
second lieutenants and above all other grades. Flight officers 
rank with warrant officers (junior grade). 

“Warrant officers and flight officers are entitled to the 
salute; and to the courtesies and respects normally granted 
commissioned officers. They are eligible for membership in 
messes maintained for commissioned officers, and while the 
regulation is silent on the point it may be presumed with 
certainty that they are also eligible for membership in Of- 
ficers’ Clubs.” 

In the Navy, Chief warrant officers have for some time 
been commissioned warrant officers, ranking equally with en- 
signs. When there is a question of precedence, the ensign is 
higher. 

The rank of warrant officer (not commissioned) is still set 
apart by itself midway between the commissioned officers above 
and the enlisted men, below.

O’Fallon, Ill., were below gather- 
ing scrap for the war, working as 
volunteers without pay. There 
was no difficulty getting them to 
do that, for they had sons and 
brothers at the front, but getting 
the stuff unloaded at the top was 
different. It was a bitterly cold 
night and the pit clothes of the 
miners were thin, for there is al- 
Ways an even temperature in the 
mine. It was not easy to find 
men to work in sub-zero tempera- 
ture at the top, handling the heavy 
metal as it came up on the cages, 
dripping with sump water which 
froze as the air struck it. 


John Mitchelt, “Strawperry” to 
his buddies, 64, is one of the oldest 
members of Local 75. In ordinary 
times he wouldn't have been 
working at all, but these were not 
ordinary times. Coal was needed 
for the war and Strawberry was 
in there digging his share. And 
he was there when men were 
needed to get out the scrap. He 
was there that night when younger 
men, not without good reason, 
shrank from the unloading job at 
the top. Then up spoke Strawberry 


‘Mitchell. “Jeff,” he said, “you and 


me will do the unloadin’.” 
“Jeff” was Joe Davis of Trenton, 


the man who had ramrodded the 


scrap collection at St. Ellen. 
“Okeh, Strawberry,” he said, “it'll 
be you and me. Let’s go.” , 


So down into the pit the rest 
of the men went and up on the 
cages the scrap came to be un- 
loaded by Strawberry and Jeff. It 
was not only cold work. It was 
dangerous work. For the larg- 
er pieces of scrap were sent 
up lashed to the bottom of 
the cage and to unload it Straw- 
berry and Jeff had to lay boards 
across the shaft and stand on them 
as they released the scrap from 
the under side of the cage, drawn 
up over their heads. 


But was old Strawberry Mitchell 
downhearted? He was not. He 
laughed and sang. Every time a 
load came up he shouted: “Praise 
the Lord, here’s some more ammu- 
nition. Comé on, Buddy.” He and 
his buddy, Jeff, lit into it and un- 
loaded it and sent the cage back 
for more,

T was the same spirit that drove 
Jin men of Local 75, Progressive 

Mine Workers of America, down 
below, gathering the scrap that 
had been accumulating in the en- 
tries and workings for very many 
years, sending it up to bg made 
into ammunition. 

The scrap drive at St. Ellen was 
Jeff Davis’ idea. He had a boy 
over there, christened Leo but 
nicknamed Squeakie, who had been 
picked from the ranks for a lieu- 
tenancy and had fought at Guadal- 
canal and was fighting still on 
some island in the South Pacific. 
Jeff wanted to do something for 
Squeakie and all the other miners’ 
boys—yes, and the foremen’s boys, 
too—fighting somewhere for the 
glory of America and St. Ellen’s 
mine. Jeff had been working in, 
the mines since he was 14 and he 
was 51 now. He wanted the men 
of the old mine to do something 
big for the war. 


The idea was born when Davis, 
who is an alderman, was named 
by Mayor Leonard Niess of Tren- 
ton to serve with him and Sid Sul- 
lens on the Trenton committee in 
the scrap drive. The question of 
what to do with the money from 
the sale of the scrap arose, and 
Davis suggested: “Just let’s send 
it to the 65 local boys in the serv- 
ices for Christmas.” It was done. 

It occurred to Davis that the 
same thing could be done, on a 
bigger scale, at the mine. So, one 
morning before the 247 St, Ellen 
diggers went down he called them 
together at the wash house. He 
had heard a good deal of belly- 
achin’ among the men about waste- 
fulness in the war. “Well, men,” 
he said, “we are to blame for some 
of it. As you all know, there’s tons 
of scrap down in the mine. It 
ought to be brought out and put 
to use. Let’s get it out and sell it 
and send the money to the miners 
and miners’ sons who are out there 
fighting for us.” There was a roar 
of approval and Davis was named 
chairman of the mine scrap com- 
mittee. He appointed the 247 as 
members of his committee. . Then 
and there they set 100 tons as their 
goal. “A hundred tons or bust,” 
was their slogan. 
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HE men went down to the 
T eivein's and Davis went to see 

Superintendent William Bolt. 
As Bolt knew, there were quanti- 
ties of metal down in the mine 
that were useless and always 
would be: broken car wheels, axles, 
bent rails, copper wire cut off in 
eplicing and left in the old works. 
Davis’ proposal was that if the 
company would donate the old ma- 
terial the men would donate their 
time to get it out. Bolt liked the 
idea but he would have to speak to 
Carl Schlapp, the head man of the 
company. When Schlapp came out, 
Bolt spoke to him about it and he 
was enthusiastic about it. Of 
course he didn’t want the men to 
take anything out that might be 
needed some time. He appointed 
Davis to see that nothing useful 
was taken out. 


Davis made it plain that there 
would be no interruption in the 
hoisting of coal. The men would 
work nights and Sundays on their 
own time. That was okeh with the 
boss. He gave the go signal and 
the drive was on,

men to go home at quitting time 
and return to the mine at 10 
o'clock at night. All of them 
wanted to be in on the drive, even 
the older men, some of them in 
their seventies. Davis told them 
they were too old, They were in- 
sulted but stayed out of it, all of 
them except Jimmie McKenna, 74 
years old, and Mitchell. McKenna, 
the Scot, was for starting a ruc- 
tion when they told him he was 
too old. The hell he was, “Whiskt, 
mon,” he said, “whatever any 
young man can do I can do.” What 
was more he was going to do it. 
There was a hint that it wouldn’t 
be healthy for any young man to 
stand in his way. So they let him 
have his way. They had to. As 
they also had to in the case of 
Mitchell, There was no keeping 
him out. He was a man of peace 
but, by crackies, he was going to 
have a hand in the scrap or know 
the reason why. So Davis said all 
right, grandpa. Came then the cold 
night when Mitchell volunteered 
for the unloading job, and that 
night Davis had to take his cap 
off to the old-timer, for that night 
Mitchell outworked him, as he 
freely confesses, shouting and sing- 
ing as he tore into the scrap. 


Davis has high praise for John 
Payne, the foreman. “He cer- 
tainly got in there and pitched,” 
says Davis. “I have been with the 
company 23 years, but there was a 


lot of scrap that I didn’t know 
about. He took me through the 
mine, which extends three and a 
half miles from the shaft, with 
miles and miles of abandoned

NCONDITIONAL surrender is 
[J only answer to the weed 

enemies in our vegetable gar- 
dens. And the only way we can 
be sure of a victory is to learn 
something about the weeds and 
how they carry out their attack. 
My experience of a few years ago 
sums up just wh-* I mean. After a 
few weeks of showers, I finally 
started in on the weeding. As this 
year, the weeds had such a good 
head start that many of them were 
already in seed. 

In between the rows and in the 
rows, my garden was shipshape 
within a few hours. Not a weed to 
be seen. At least not a weed with 
its roots still drinking up the 
moisture and nutrients that the 
vegetables wanted. 

Within the week, green patches 
of chickweed were showing up 
here and there. Then the purslane, 
etc., started up. Where did they 
come from? One by one, I identi- 


fied the weeds and learned their. 


growing habits. With this weed 
chapter in your garden notebook 
I am sure you will find it easier to 
keep the weeds from growing in 
your vegetable plot. 
x *« * 

IN OUR LOCALITY, there’s a 
round dozen different weed en- 
emies that we must know. Then, 
as you do the weeding, you will 
know which weeds are Hkely to 
reseed themselves. They should be 
tossed into a basket ‘and carried 
out of the garden. Also, you will 
recognize the roots that should be 
ug out and carried. And finally, 
there are the weeds that may be 
cut off at ground level and left on 
the soil to dry, to give back the 
organic materials they have used. 


The annuals include some of the 
worst pests. Chickweed is that per- 
sistent, low growing, light green 
weed that is continually flowering 
and re-seeding. If you don’t get 
rid of it early in the season, 
hundreds of the tiny seeds will en- 
joy the cultivation in your garden 
and start up vigorously in the 
same spaces from which you re- 
moved their parents. Also the 
chickweed is a favored home of 
the aphids or plant lice; from it 
they wander on to the vegetables, 
when we weed. You can see that 
it is wise foresight to remove 
chickweed from the garden; into 
the»basket with it. 


Crabgrass is one of the hardest 
annuals. If the roots are not en- 
tirely removed they soon send up 
new shoots. If left on the surface, 
rain may wash enough@oose soil 


workings, and pointed out where 
the scrap was, 

Nights and Sundays the men 
dug it out and sent it rolling to 
the shaft on the mine cars and it 
was hoisted on the cages.

over the roots to give them a new 
lease on life. Use your judgment 
about when to take the uprooted 
crabgrass out of the garden and 
when to leave it to dry between 
the rows. 


Purslane, wild cousin of our 
popular Moss Rose or Portulaca, 
has so much hardiness that flower- 
ing plants hoed out and left on the 
ground, will continue to ripen seed 
for weeks. Of course, into the 
basket with it. 


The meanest of the knotweed or 
smartweed group is the low-lying 
dooryard knotweed. It quickly 
forms a bluish-gray carpet and its 
tiny flowers are continually set- 
ting seed. Pull or hoe out the 
taproot and into the basket with 
the whole thing. 


Green fox-tail grass should go 
into the basket if it is in seed. 
Otherwise it may be left’ on the 
ground to dry. 


The group of annuals and winter 
annuals that thrive right up to 
heavy frost time, includes that 
vicious peppergrass and its close 
relative, shepherd’s purse. With 20 
seeds to a pod, shepherd’s purse 
will ripen as many as 50,000 seeds 
in a season. Peppergrass with 
only two seeds to a pod, also pro- 
duces thousands of seeds. Worse 
luck, the seeds of both of these 
plants are so vigorous that they 
may wait for years for favotable 
growing conditions or germinate 
immediately. Shepherd's purse is 
often attacked by a fungus disease 
that may spread to cabbage, tur- 
nips and other members of the 
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and gift like yours makes a soldier 
realize that everyone back home is 
plugging and pitching to bring this 
thing to a quick end. ..,.

mustard family that we raise for 
food; another good reason to be 
sure it goes into the basket and 
out of the garden. . 

Wild lettuce also belongs in the 
annual group. Cut it off below 
the soil line and you win; above 
the soil line and it will send up 
many new hardy shoots. The seeds 
are wind-blown, so light that they 
are carried over large areas. But 
they are easy to hoe out and if 
not in seed, you may chop up the 
greenery and leave it between the 
rows.

THE PERENNIAL GROUP in- 
cludes our worst enemy, wild 
morning glory, or bindweed. Have 
you noticed the rather undersized 
morning glory that flourishes along 
the Express Highway? That's the 
bindweed. In our gardens, it 
twists around the plants, pulling 
them down, cutting off their air 
supply as well as using up large 
quantities of the good in the soil. 
A continuous show of pretty whit- 
ish flowers produce seeds. that 
start new plants. Also, the white 
fleshy root must be completely re- 
moved or even small pieces of it 
will start new plants. By pulling 
and hoeing, keep after the bind- 
weed. Into the basket with the 
greenery and the roots you can 
dig out, and eventually it will be 
so weakened that it will give up. 

Two plantains, the buckhorn and 
the wide-leafed, are hardy bien- 
nial or perennial garden thieves. 
They are hard to pull up, for the 
tough leaves break off at the 
ground, leaving the roots to send 
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goal in sight. They have dug out 
and hoisted and sold 97 tons and 
have more than three tons on 
hand, For what they have sold 
they have received $2048.40. They 
have a second time sent $10 to 
each of the men in the fighting 
forces and have voted to send a 
third gift to each when further 
sales are made. ‘The men have 
spent 1500 hours of labor in getting 
out the scrap and will keep on 
spending their time as long as 
there is any scrap.

ing last week. Jeff Davis 
climbed up on a broken-down mine 
car at the tipple and presented to 
the local an honor scroll bearing 
the names of the boys in the serv- 
ices. The committee appointed to 
receive it was composed of Fore- 
man John Payne, Jimmie McKen- 
na and Ralph Miller, the only 
member who has lost a son in the 
war. The scroll was posted in the 
wash house and later hung in a 
show window in town and will fi- 
nally have a place on the wall of 
the local’s headquarters.

They had been trained to 
use the horse, and subconsciously 
hated to admit their education was 
relatively obsolete. 

As slaves of habit, they could 
only think in terms of horses.

He was 
a slave of his own military school.

CULTIVATE a scientific attti- 
tude. Don’t gamble foolishly, of 
course, on every new idea that 
comes along. 

But if you encounter a new con- 
cept, and if it seems to have a 
great deal of logic to support it, 
don't sneer at it because it is at- 
tired only in swaddling clothes. 

Give it a chance, at least to the 
extent of a modest experiment.

Municipal Opera addicts who've 
liked their summer art al fresco 
since 1922 when Comedian William 
J. McCarthy takes to the boards 
tomorrow night in “Sons O’ Guns.” 
And not a few of the sighs mingled 
with the chortles his clowning al- 
ways brings will be his own. Yes- 
terday, on one of the rehearsal 
stages he spread out for wistful 
inspection an elephant-load of rec- 
ollections, mental keepsakes from 
the Muny’s babyhood, when Irene 
Dunne was an ingenue, the late 
Tom Conkey a hero to every wom- 
an under 75, and the River des 
Peres a rampant Mississippi when- 
ever there was enough rain to 
drown a potato bug. 

“When the river flowed right 
through there—” he points with 
the stem of his pipe to a stretch 
of concrete haunted by homeless 
stage sets—“it was pretty obnox- 
fous. When it overflowed,” he 
flails his arms like a man ap- 
proached by unsociable hornets, “it 
was awful. But many’s the open- 
ing night when the old river saved 
the show. If somebody muffed a 
line, a gag fell flat, or we had to 
stall for a late entrance, we could 
always get a laugh with a crack at 
the creek. Something like, ‘Why, 
I ought to throw you in the des 
Peres.’ And the answer would be, 
‘Shoot me, hang me—anything but 
that!’” 

Muny-goers in the 1922-1929 
years will have no trouble recall- 
ing McCarthy—his bantam-weight 
build, sugar-bowl ears, Rand-Mc- 
Nally forehead seamed through 
years of looking comically dis- 
mayed, and wispy moustache like 
a misplaced eyebrow. Offstage, 
practically swallowing a pipe that 
makes soup-slurping sounds on 
every draw, he might be a Ver- 
mont professor of dead languages, 
gentle, a little forgetful, his 
thoughts excavating some half- 
remembered civilization. In cos- 
tume he leaps to that canny, 
studied attention to lines and sit- 
uations that has lettered him in 
more than 200 musical and dra- 
matic shows.

Pidgin English Real Lifesaver

IGHTLY or wrongly, Amerl- 
hs cans have had a reputation in 

foreign places of being linguis- 
tic idiots, unwilling or unable to 
learn the tongue of Europeans and 
Asiatics in whose countries they 
traveled or settled down for busi- 
ness or pleasure. Europeans, par- 
ticularly in the smaller countries, 
have found it desirable and often 
necessary to pick up three or four 
languages, but Americans in the 
mass have been content to go 
along on one language like the 
not-altogether mythical Colonel 
Blimp on the Riviera, who thought 
that if only he shouted loud enough 
foreigners would be sure to under- 
stand his English. The less they 
understood, the louder the colonel 
bellowed, 


What may have been true of 
Americans in peace time is not 
quite correct in war time. In the 
World War, our soldiers in France 
picked up a bit of the language of 
Voltaire, Balzac, Chevalier and 
Carpentier. In this global war, our 
soldiers, sailoss and marines are 
picking up Portuguese in Brazil; 
Spanish in the Spanish-speaking 
republics of Central and South 
America; English accents in Eng- 
land, Bermuda, the Bahamas and 
Trinidad; Chinese in China; Jap- 
anese in Hawaii, and a variety of 
native tongues from Alaska to 
Samoa to the Solomons, 


The most useful language of all 
in this war of the islands is one 
never taught in school. It is pidg- 
in English, which has _ proved 
more valuable to our marines and 
our shipwrecked mariners and 
aviators than French or Polyne- 
sian. Pidgin English is the me- 
dium whereby English-speaking 
peoples can make themselves 
understood to Polynesians, Melan- 
esians, Micronesians, Javanese, 
Tomkinese® and Malayans gener- 
ally. -A bit unorthodox, neverthe- 
less it is a basic language with a 
practical value. 


Pidgin English helped to save 
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the life of Joseph Edgar Hartman, 
“Tail-Gun Charlie” on a Flying 
Fortress, who went through the or- 
deal of a modern Robinson Crusoe 
and found his way back to civiliza- 
tion 67 days after he parachuted, 
stark naked, onto a beach on the 
island of Choiseul. 


Pidgin English wag equally help- 
fal to Capt. Tom Classen and 
eight other members of a Flying 
Fortress ,who were missing for 66 
days after their “Lovin’ Dove” had 
been shot down in the northern 
Solomons, 


And no one had to speak pidgin 
English for a longer stretch in 
order to survive than Delmer D, 
Wiley, naval aviation radioman 
from the carrier Enterprise, who 
was shot down at sea and passed 
seven and a half months among 
the same Melanesians who shel- 
tered Tom Classen’s men, 


After 15 days of drifting in his 
rubber liferaft, Wiley made a 
landfall on a small coral island. 
As black natives approached him, 
he yelled “Hello.” The natives pon- 
dered that a minute and replied 
“Hello.” Almost in the same 
breath, the natives asked “You got 
smokum?” 


Wiley had no smoking tobacco 
but even so the natives made him 
their guest and fed him on cocoa- 
nut milk, cooked fish and green 
bananas, with occasional egg’ and 
chicken. Employing pidgin Eng- 
lish, Wiley and the black Kanakas 
got along famously. To while away 
the days, Wiley held school for the 
natives. During peace time a mis- 
sionary had taught them to count 
up to ten. Before Wiley left, the 
natives could count up to a thou- 
sand, could say their AB@&’s and 
could recognize all the capital let- 
ters. Captain Tom Classen and his 
men, who took Wiley away with 
them, described Wiley as a master 
of Rabaul pidgin English, 


There have been hundreds of 
other cases in which Americans 
marooned on the islands have 
saved themselves through courage, 
tact and pidgin English. The value 
of pidgin English hag been recog- 
nized in naval circles that have 
made a best-seller out of the war- 
{jme edition of the “Pacific Islands 


Year Book,” which contains a com- 
prehensive pidgin-English vocab- 
ulary. 


Students of pidgin English are 
cautioned that the islanders do not 
use aspirates and that they con- 
stantly try to slip a vowel sound 
in between the consonants. Ex- 
amples are: 


‘Tooth—toot. 

Ship—sip. 

Fish—fis. 

Six—-sikis. 

Milk—milik. 

Drunk—turonk, 

Doctor—ta-ke-ter. 

In pidgin English time flies as 
follows: 

Monday—One die, 

Tuesday—Twodi. 

Wednesday—Thredi, 

Thursday—Fourdi,

ETWEEN the covers of the 
B dictionary will be found a ver- 

itable “Who's Who” of per- 
sons, some famous, some notorious, 
whose names have given us many 
useful and descriptive words. Of 
course, hundreds of flowers and 
plants bear names of actual per- 
sons, botanists especially, and it 
- has long been the custom to name 
heavenly bodies for their discov- 
erers. But the most interesting 
class of words is found in the 
names of familiar and often com- 
monplace objects, many of which 
add to our comfort and con- 
venience. 

For example, the Pullman, the 
greatest contribution to human 
comfort in the history of rail 
transportation, was named for 
George M. Pullman, who was first 
to equip a parlor car with seats 
that could be converted into beds 
at night. The hansom cab, the gay 
nineties prototype of the taxicab, 
was invented by an Englishman, 
John A. Hansom. The: gladstone 
bag bears the name of a noted 
English politician, W. E. Glad- 
stone who was premier during the 
late 1800s, 

Several articles of wearing ap- 
pare] are named after personages. 
The Prince Albert coat was, the 
favorite garment of the gallant 
Francis Charles Augustus Albert 
Emmanuel who in 1840 married 
Queen Victoria, taking the title 
Prince Consort. Another Briton, 
Charles Mackintosh, weary of 
slogging about in  rain-soaked 
clothes, hit upon the idea of treat- 
ing cloth with a rubber solution 
so as to turn water. Thus the first 
raincoat bore his name. The type 
shoe known as the blucher was 
named for Gebhard von Blucher, 
a Prussian field marshal. The bur- 
berry, first the name of a cloth, 
and later a coat, took the name of 
the maunfactuerers, Burberrys, 
Ltd., of London. The chesterfield, 
a single breasted coat reaching to | 
the knees, was named for the 
dandified Earl of Chesterfield, 
whose name also is synonymous 
with elegant manners.

HESE are the days when, in 

the Southland of these United 

States, the green mint is sprout- 
ing, the new peas and carrots and 
potatoes are leaping forth, and 
spring chickens vie in rivalry to 
please the fastidious and educated 
soutbern taste for fried chicken. 

Sam Meredith, somewha, re- 
moved from his native haunts, has 
spring chicken fever and welcomes 
the opportunity to serve as ama- 
teur male chef for the members of 
the Club de Jeudi--that well-known 
club of four couples who use 
Thursday evenings as opportuni- 
ties for the men folks to cook the 
dinner while the cooks have the 
afternoon and evening off, 

It goes without saying that at 
this time of the year there is no 
attempt at adventuring about over 
uncharted culinary seas—southern 
folks get right down to old-time 
rites and build dinners around 
their frying chickens. .I am told 
that most of the mint which is 
grown-in the South these days is 
used to make mint sauce to go 
with lamb, but this time we have 
mo lamb. 

Well, anyhow, here it seems is 
the dinner which southern folks 
erave come this time of the year: 

Shrimp Stew 
Fried chicken and cream gravy 
Spoon bread 
New peas 
Sam Meredith's strawberry ple 
2. = 
SHRIMP STEW. 

Here is the way to make shrimp 
stew: Make a light cream sauce, 
using two tablespoonsful of but- 
ter, four tablespoonsful of flour 
and four cups of milk. Cook to the 
desired consistency and then strain 
out any lumps. Now add one quart 
of shrimp, well picked over, heat 
thoroughly, seasoning with pepper 
and salt and some lemon juice. If 
preferable, add two or three table- 
gspoonsful of sherry instead of 
lernon juice. This will make eight 
proper portions for a first course.

SOUTHERN FRIED CHICKEN. 

Southern fried chicken differs 
with every locality, but one of the 
outstanding methods is this: Joint 
the chickens, which should weigh 
from two to twoand a half pounds. 
Roll in flour, in which salt and 
pepper has been mixed, then in egg 
yolks and then in fine crumbs. 
Fry in butter which is almost 
smoking hot, turning pieces to in- 
sure browning on all sides. When 
tender, drain off fat, placing 
chicken under a cover to prevent 
it drying out. Now make cream 
gravy. First pour most of the 
cooking fat from the pan, then 
stir in a little flour and brown 
slightly, then pour in good rich 
milk or cream, cook to a cream 
consistency and strain. 


ie: 
SPOON BREAD. 

And with this goes spoon bread. 
Here, too, there are countless rec- 
ipes, but here is one which is sim- 
ple and sure: Using white, fresh- 
ground whole corn meal, first scald 
four cups of milk and a pinch or 
two of salt. Then stir in one cup 
of meal, cooking, until it thickens. 
Then add two tablespoons of 
melted butter and then stir in four 
well beaten eggs—place this mix- 
ture in a baking dish which it 
should fill not more than half. See 
to it the dish is well buttered be- 
fore the mixture goes.in. And 
bake in a hot oven for about forty 
minutes, checking with broom 
straw to see if it is done.

STRAWBERRY PIE. 

First, bake a good pie shell. 
Then cut up a cup and a half of 
ripe strawberries and place in the 
bottom of the shell. Then take the 
game amount of berfies, add a cup 
of sugar and two tablespoonsful of 
cornstarch and a pinch of salt. 
Cook for five minutes. Let it cool. 
Pour over berries in the shell. 
Leave for about two hours in re- 
frigerator. Then, just before serv- 
ing, cover with whipped cream or 
marshmallow topping or a me 
ringue. If the latter, have ready 
the hottest possible oiler and 
dash the pie in and out to give the 
meringue a light browning.

BISQUE OF CLAM. 

Two quarts of clams (in shell), 
one-half cup cold water, two and 
one-half cups hot water, three ta- 
blespoons butter, three tablespoons 
flour, one cup cream, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, few graing paprika. 

Wash clams in several changes 
of water to remove sand. Put in 
kettle, add cold water, cover tight- 
ly and steam until shells are 
opened. Strain liquor through 
cheesecloth and add hot water to 
it. Melt butter, blend in flour and 
gradually add hot clam _ liquor. 
Bring to boiling point and let boil 
five minutes. Stir in hot cream; 
add salt. Serve in cups and 
sprinkle a few grains of paprika 
on each portion.

IF YOU like the idea of serving 
fruit and meat combinations and 
would like to surprise your family 
with a savory fragrant stew here 
is a recipe that you will find a lit- 
tle out of the ordinary. 

BEEF AND APRICOT RAGOUT. 


Two and one-half pounds stewing 
beef, one tablespoon beef drip- 
pings, three cups beef stock, four 
leeks, one cup dried apricots, two 
teaspoons sugar, two slices lemon 
and rind, one-half teaspoon salt, 
few grains pepper. 

Have beef trimmed and cut into 
pieces about the size of a walnut. 
Melt drippings in kettle and when 
hot toss in meat to sear on all 
sides. Turn meat frequently and 
when browned (which will take 
eight to 10 minutes), add beef 
stock, Wash and trim leeks; 
plunge them into boiling water and 
let stand for five minutes to 
blanch; then drain and add them 
to the stew. Sprinkle washed apri- 
cots over the top of the stew and 
add sugar, slicéd lemon, salt and 
pepper. Cover kettle tightly and 
let simmer until meat is tender, or 
about two hours. Thicken liquid 
in pan with butter and flour which 
has been blended together. Bring 
to boiling point and let boil two 
minutes. Remove lemon before 
serving.

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HOW ABOUT a braised shoulder 
of veal for a change. Delicious 
when cooked with vegetables and 
savory herbs. 

BRAISED SHOULDER OF VEAL 

Have shoulder boned for stuffing. 
Stuff with savory bread stuffing 
and sew together. Season meat 
with salt and pepper and dredge 
lightly with flour. Brown entire 
surface of meat in rendered salt 
pork fat and when browned on all 
sides, add one-half cup diced car- 
rots, one-half cup of diced celery, 
one onion, ‘sliced, twelve black 
pepper-corns, a pinch of thyme and 
a pinch of marjoram. Then add 
two cups of hot water, cover closely 
and cook in slow oven about three 
hours. Turn meat once during this 
period. When cooked place meat on 
a hot platter. Strain liquid in cas- 
serole and thicken with flour and 
water mixed to a smooth paste. 
Bring to boiling point, season with 
salt and pepper and serve gravy 
from a sauceboat. 

SAVORY BREAD STUFFING 

One and one-half cups dry bread 
crumbs, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, two 
teaspoons pulverized sage, one 
tablespoon grated onion, one-fourth 
cup water, one-fourth cup melted 
butter. 

Mix dry ingredients together. 
Add grated onion, gradually adding 
water and melted butter, tossing 
lightly with a spoon until moisture 
is well distributed. Freshly ren- 
dered sausage meat fat or bacon 
fat may be used instead of butter. 


LAMB CHOPS, CREOLE STYLE 

Purchase four shoulder lamb 
chops with the small round bone, 
having them cut one inch thick. 
Brown in hot lamb fat drippings 
and season with salt and pepper. 
When nicely browned on both sides 
add one and one-half cups of to- 
mato juice, one green pepper, cut 
in strips and one medium sized 
onion, sliced. Cover and let simmer 
about one hour or until chops are 
tender. Place chops on hot platter 
and pour Creole sauce over all. If 


one-half cup brown sugar, two ta- 
blespoons molasses, one tablespoon 
butter, one egg. 

Mix corn meal, ginger and salt 
together. Add sugar, molasses and 
butter to scalded milk and mix 
with dry ingredients. Add beaten 
egg and pour into buttered baking 
dish. Cook in moderate oven about 
one hour. Serve with foamy sauce. 


FOAMY SAUCE. 

One-half cup butter, one cup 
confectioners’ sugar, one egg, four 
tablespoons boiling water, one tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Cream butter and gradually add 
the sugar. Separate egg and add 
wéll beaten yolk, beating while 
adding one tablespoon of boiling 
water ot a time to the mixture. 
Fold in beaten egg white and 
vanilla.

process, has been hailed with well- 
nigh unprecedented superlatives and 
enthusiasm as the “wonder drug” of 
1943. Still almost completely unavail- 
able for civilian use due to military re- 
quirements, the drug, in the short 
time it has been in use, has achieved a 
record in the treatment of battle-in- 
flicted wounds of American service- 
men of “almost miraculous” results. 
The drug's possibilities in the fight 
against bacteria for now and for the 
peace to follow the war, as outlined 
recently to the House Appropriations 
Committee by Dr. A. Newton Richards 
of the Office of Scientific Research and 
Development, under whose sponsorship 
the drug’s use is being developed, 
leaves no doubt that medical men feel 
vast new anti-microbe fields and med- 
ical vistas have been opened with it. 
So potent is this new microbe killer 
(pictures of which appear on this page 
as taken at the Squibb Institute for 
Medical Research at New Brunswick, 
New Jersey) that as little as one part in 
25 million parts of water will stop the 
growth of bacteria! A solution weak 
as one part in 160 million parts of wa- 
ter will partially stop reproduction of 
bacteria. Every important medical 
center in the United States, including 
St. Louis, is now working out the 
possibilities of the drug. 
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fectiveness surpassing the sulfa drugs 
hundreds of times, is considered even 
more remarkable in that it not only will 
do everything the sulfa drugs do—and 
do it better—but leaves none of the 
toxic after-effects sometimes experi- 
enced in the use of the sulfas. Like the 
sulfas, Penicillin can be injected direct- 
ly into the blood stream or into the 
muscles. It generally acts very much 
faster and cures certain infections 
which the sulfa drugs can’t touch. Al- 
ready, it has become known as the 
most effective agent against staphylo- 
coccus infection. Unlike sulfa effects, 
Penicillin's are not inhibited by pus 
‘and other materials formed in infected 
wounds, nor does the presence of 
serum prevent it from acting. 

Like the sulfas, Penicillin acts as a 
bacteriostatic agent—does not actually 
kill bacteria, but checks their growth 
and prevents the bacteria from multi- 
plying in the body, thus rendering 
them easy prey for the white blood cor- 
puscles. enicillin, a natural com- 


pound, is excreted in the life process of
